And we thought an Ana- 
tomical Introduction to this our Second Part 
the more neceſſary, becauſe the Profeſſors of 
the Art, however curious they have been in 
their Surveys and communicative of their Know-

neceſſity of Cleanneſs and Temperance ; and that 
without them, the Humane Building cannot be 
ſupported, ſuſtained nor preſerved in health, 
ſtrength or beauty, or life be prolonged to a-

Now the Human Fabrick is moſt wonderful. 
ly contrived, the Builder thereot being the Al. 
mighty, it ſurpaſſes all humane underſtanding, 
and is an inimitable piece of Architecture, 
ſupported in ſome degree like other Buildings, 
with Pillars, Tablitures and Rafters, that is 
by ſolid and durable Bones wonderfully joy- 
ned together, like Carpenters and Joy ners 
Work, with Tendons and Mortiſſes ty'd and 
faſten d with tough ſtrong Cords or Ligaments 
to fupport and keep the whole Frame, and 
every particular Member of this admirable 
piece of Building in its Station: So that the 
principal Parts may always be in. condition, 
and ready to come to the defence, aid and re- 
lief of the Weaker. This is apparent to every 
Man: As when any particular Part or Mem- 
ber of this noble Structure is in danger, or that 
any violence is offered; do not all the other 
Members and Parts with mutual conſent, con- 
{ſpire to the Preſervation of the whole ; each 
being as ſwift in their Motions as a thought or 
beam of light for the Safeguard of that preci- 
ous, moving, active Power call'd Life. Such 
an ecchoing and uniform. Correſpondency 
there is between all the Guards and Centinels, 
that each will readily run the hazard of peri- 
ſhing for the Preſervation of the Vital Power: 
For ſhould the primum mobile of the Human 
Building ftand {till but for one moment, the 
whole would ſink into Death. Therefore all 
the Natural and Spiritual Powers are vigilent, | 
and all the particular Members and Parts which 
ihcircle the life, continually. move within their: 
Orbs, in- order to preſerve it. The Blood is 
always circulating ; the Pulſe, Natures Clock 
continually Striking, and the Stomach her Ma- 
gazing conſtantly labours to dreſs, ſeparate and 

prepare 
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prepare the Aliments. The noble Bellows of 


life are buiſy in Tranſpiration : The Center or 
Heart is no leſs careful, to ſend ſupplies of Spi- 
rits to all the Frontire Garriſons afid remote 
Members of the Body + Whilſt the intelligible 
Ventricle the Brain, is as ſollicitous to give tlie 
heceſſary Orders from the Grand Council, 


held between the Underſtanding, the Free- will 


and the Judgment, whither intelligence arrives 
every moment from the five great Governours 
of the Sublunary Ports, call'd the Senſes ; and 
all their reſults ate carefully Regifterd and 
Treaſur'd up by the Recorder or Memory. 
Nay, the Hands and all the other Members of 
this Humane Building are always imploy'd to 
provide proper Materials to ſupport the whole : 
So that all the inſide and outfide Natural and 
Spiritual Propertys and Powers do jointly, and 
with an ecchoing Voice of Univerſal Agree- 
ment, concur to preſerve the dear unititig Band 
of Life : The Well-beirig of which ſo much 
beloved and cheriſh'd Friend, conſiſts chiefly 
in the health, ſtrength, beauty and eaſe of the 
numerous Officers and Subjects adminiſtring 
thereto; and more immediately in the Pious 
and Sedate Order of the Free-will, to whoſe 
Commands all the inferior Powers, Members 


* | and Parts readily bow and yield obedience. 


Therefore Sobriety, Temperance, Cleanneſs 
and Order are the great Preſerving Powers and 
Vertues which influence this Great Governour, 
the Will, and fix it in Well-doing. Moreover

ward diligence and watchfulneſs, in order to 
preſerve the Life, is moft wonderful and ama- 
Zing, each in its own Province: The Eyes 
watch that no n Odject attack ot .

ceive, the Ears are no leſs diligent and offici- 
ous. to diſcover, and by their ſecret, magick, 
inviſible Power, never fail to give the neceſſa- 
ry intelligence to the Superior Officers and 
Guards of Life; and what thoſe two illumina- 
ted Scouts cannot penetrate, that the Aerial 
Power, the Senſe of Smelling, by its Silent 
Voice, is ready to find out and give notice of; 
and the Senſes of Feeling and Taſting are nq 
leſs vigilant and prompt to perform their parts, 


for the Well-being and Preſervation of the 


whole. 'Nay, there is no Member, Bone, 
Joint, Teudant Vein, Artery, Nerve, Fibre 
or Organical part but is always ready at every 
Summons of the Free - will, and with one con- 
ſent, Muſter up and Arm themſelves in the 


twinkling of an Eye, to perform their ſeveral 


Offices for the Common Wel- fare. So ready 
and affectionate, ſo ecchoing, undaunted and 
ſo uniform are the Principles, Members and 
Subjects of the Human Compoſition, which is 
all wonderful and amazing; and the Founder, 
Builder and Creator ever to be adored and ad- 
mird. But methinks ſcarce any Man has duly 
thought, or ſeriouſly and piouſſy conſider d his 
own Structure and curious Building, how it is 
continued, and by what methods and means, 
life, from time to time is ſubſiſted and preſer 
ved. Now every Man muſt take notice, that 
the Subſtance of our Bodies ſuffers a daily ex- 
pence, decay or waſting, as well by the Acti. 


on and circular Motions of our own innate 
or inbred heat, perſpiration of Spirits, and the 
more pure parts of the Humours through the 


pores of the Skin, and impreſſions of the Am 


bient Air, as allo by the more common anc 
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Of the Knowledge of a Man's Self. 5 
daily ſupply of.Nouriſhment to repair and make 
good whatſoever is thus ſpent of the Store. 
To this end the All-wiſe and ever bountiful 
Creator has prepared and given Mankind va- 
riety of Clean Foods and Simple Liquids, and 
has alſo inwardly indued us with Reaſon and a 
diſtinguiſhing Underſtanding, if we will hear- 
ken to the Voice of Wiſdom, which, to do 
and to exert thoſe noble Faculties aright, is a 
Bleſſing and Happineſs both in time and eter- 
nity. The ever Bleſſed Creator has alſo won- 
derfully fixed the Members and Organs of our 
Bodies in proper places, and appointed them 
their Offices ſo as to be affiſting and ſubſervi- 
ent to each other, in order to the ſupport of 
this moſt admirable Building. The Stomach is 
the firſt Magazine or Agent, which as a Kitch- 
in ſerves to dreſs the Meats and Drinks brought 
into it, and-by its digeſting, ſeparating Faculty, 
reduces them into a ſoit happy Subſtance, 
call'd Chyle, which paſſes thence into the In- 


. | teſtines or Guts. But note, that the thinner 


and more ſweet Spirituous parts are imbib'd by 
theOrganical Fibrous Ducts and Veſſels that in- 
circle the Maw or Stomach :- So that by thoſe 
imbroider'd Figures 'they branch through and 


[paſs into the middle Ventricle, the Seat and 


Habitation of the Heart, and Bellows of life, 
the Lungs ; by which our Meats and Drinks

ore, | both in quantity and quality, fo that the Evil 
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is ſtill the greater, it being hereby that the 


Foundations of moſt Diſeaſes are laid ; for all 
other things are inconſiderable, as inſalubrious 
Airs, the various Seaſons of the year, Colds, 
and the like external Accidents : Theſe have 
but little power to generate Diſeaſes, if the 
Meats and Drinks be clean and ſimple, and 


| temperance obſerved therein; theſe are the ſe- 


cureſt and greateſt Preſervers of health, ſtrength 
and beauty. There is · ſcarcely any acceſs for 
Diſtempers, except there be a Simile for them 
to Confederate with ; that is, if the Body be 
not nay gs by unclean Foods and Intem- 

erance, for nothing can pervert the Stomach 
bat ill Diets and ſtrong ſharp racy Drinks, and 
too much in quantity: For when the Stomach Þ 
is nauſeated with unclean diſagreeable Foods 
or Drinks, or overcharged with Exceſs, it 


cannot Concoct and turn ſuch matters into 


proper Chyle, and not being able to contain it 
long, forces it crude into the Inteſtines or Guts, 


which are thereby ſorely oppreſs d, as not be- 


ing able to convey this indigeſted load; ſo 
that there it receiveth an imperfect alteration, 
and through the lacteal Veſſels is carry'd to the 
common recepticles of Chyle, and from thence 


to the noble Ventricle the Heart and Lungs, 
and there cauſes a mighty indiſpoſition, a hea- 


vy dullneſs, tumes and ſuffocation, the Facul- 
ties being altogether uncapable to convert this 
groſs. unequal Maſs into good Blood; ſo that it 
ſtill remains crude and undigeſted ; and this 
intemperance and uncleanneſs in a little time, 
acquires yarious pernicious qualities, filling the 
center of life with groſs, flegmy, ſharp, ſlimy 
and greaſy juices, which never fail to be tranſ- 


| mitted to the intelligible Ventricle the Brain; 


and thereby beclouds all the Senſes, from 
_ "whence

whence proceeds various and moſt dreadful 
Diſeaſes. The Fountain of Senſe and Motion 
being thus corrupted, and all its noble Facul- 
ties deprav'd, then the whole Body or Super- 
ſtructure grows feeble, droops and becomes 


| ſtupid. The brisk and active Fancy is dull'd 


clogg d and muddled, the Judgment vitiated, 
and the admirable Store-Houſe of Memory op- 

reſs d and confounded. And from thoſe no- 

ler Parts and Veſſels the contagion ſpreads it 
ſelf all over the Body, every part taking its 
unhappy ſhare : And by reaſon of the want of 
due Concoction in the principal Parts, due 
Nouriſhment cannot be given to the remote 
ones. And by the ſo often repeating of thoſe 
Errors, the Harmony of Nature is every where 


diſturbd, and the whole Body becomes no- 


thing but a Magazine of corrupt Humours, 


which like homebred Traitors in a City, are 


continually ready to let in cruel and fierce Diſ- 
eaſes upon the leaſt external Attack; or if that 
be wanting from their own Malignancy ( as 
Domeſtick Rebellions and Inſurrections are 
cauſed in ill Governed States,) will of 


_ themſelves create diſturbances within, indan- 


gering the Peace both of Body and Mind, 
and even threatning the Subverſion of the 
Throne of Life. By what has been ſaid, it 
appears what conſideration, caution and di- 


ſtinction Men ought to uſe in their Meats and 
Drinks, for the ſecuring the health, ſtrength 
and beauty of the Body, for the preventing of 


ſo many cruel, torturing, unclean Diſeaſes, for 


the preſerving the Serenity of the Mind, and 


improving the Intellectual Faculties. It is an 
old Obſervation, that the Paſſions of the Mind 
follow the Temperament of the Body : For 
ſuch as the Diet is, fuch will be the Blood, 


and as the Blood is pare or impure, ſuch are

the Spirits, natural, vital and animal, and eon- 
ſequently all the Functions and Operations both 
- the Body and Mind will be ſuitably alter d. 
Seeing then that Meats and Drinks are the 
principal Materials, not only to ſupport and 
fuftain this curious piece of Human'Archite- 
tures and Beautifyers of the ſaid Building, ac- 
cording to the quality and quantity, cleanneſfs 
or groſſneſs thereof. Therefore the Great 
Glorious and Wiſe Maker of all Beings and 


Creatures, has appointed five Grand Intelligi- 


ble Governours or udges, that no Animated 
Creature might be miſtaken or led into Error. 
And herein two of thoſe are more particularly 
concerned, viz. the Senſes of Smelling and 
Taſting ; which when ſerene and entire, are 
the only diſtinguiſhing Powers of all the Ma- 
terials of Life ; that is, of what is good, whole- 
ſome, clean and the contrary. Of theſe the 
therial Power, the Smell, has the firſt place 
in this important affair in all Creatures, whoſe 
Senſes NT linda Counſellours and Judges 
are not ſully d and made imperfect by the uſe 
of unclean Meats and Drinks, as is moſt evi- 
dent by all the Undergraduated Animals, who 
conſtantly make choice of their Foods and 
Drinks by this great Officer and Guide, the 
Senſe of Smelling. This is ſufficient to new 


Man his depgavity and uncleannefs, who for 


want of building and ſupporting his Houſe 
with fimple Materials, that is, with clean Foods 
and innocent Drinks, has as it were, loſt the 
uſe of this noble diſtinguiſhing Power and 
Judge; ſo that he is forced to have recourſe: to 
the Senſe of Taſting, which was chiefly deſign- 


ed and given for Pleaſure, not only that of the 


Mouth and Palate; for like a Muſical Sympa-

Ruxe, but that they are alfo the inſide Furni- | 
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thetical Ecchoing Voice, it influences and in- 
ſtantly penetrates all the Officers and Subjeas 


of the Human City, great and ſmall, they all 


in this work or practiſe Sympathize and unani- 
mouſly rejoyce. But ſtill the choice and facul- 
ty of diſtinguiſhing in Foods and Drinks, re- 
ſides principally in the Senſe of Smelling : For 
this Officer only has the two edg'd Sword and 
keen Power, that can by its nimble beams and 
rays penetrate into the very. center of each 
thing, and diſcover its innate Complexion. 
So that this noble and beautiful Power is like a 
Spiritual Beam of Etherial Light, whoſe Body 
and Veſture is the moſt exalted elemental Pow- 


er of all Life, Motion and Activity. But Man 


has loſt and deftroy'd the Sublime Properties of 


this ſo pleaſant and faving Senſe, and has only 


the groſſeſt part; which is occaſion'd by his 


groſs, foul, unclean Meats and Drinks, and other 


il Methods. For as we have often ſaid, tis 
the Materials wherewith a Man builds, that 
make the Man, both the Corporeal and Incor- 
poreal or Intellectual: So that now he is for- 
ced to make uſe of Foreign Aids ; for each 


Senſe or inward Power is made grols or fine, 


clean or unclean, according to the Meats and 
Drinks fed upon. And therefore all the Senſes 
are ſubject to be alter d as often as Men change 
and accuſtom themſelves to this or the other 
food, drink, or the like. If this were not ſo, 
Teterogenial compoſitions, and ſuch meats and 
drinks as conſiſt of extreme qualities, would 
not be ſo much crav'd and in faſhion as they 


are. Now this being matter of fact, that Meats 


and Drinks make the Man; that is, all the 
lymphatic 2 humours, blood, fpirits, both 
Animal and Natural are made, and the great 


expence and waſt of the Whole ſupply d from 
ET _ thence

thence. If this were rightly underſtood, con- 
fider'd and diſtinguiſh'd, all Men would cer- 
tainly be infinitely more pious and circumſpect 
in their living : But without a ſeeing Eye and 
penetrating Judgment no Man can enjoy the 
pleaſure of a healthy Body, a calm ſerene Mind, 
or ſpin out the Thread of Life to its full length 

in ſubmiſſion to the Laws ordained by our ever 
Bleſſed Creator: And therefore there ought 
far greater regard to be had to the principal 
Materials of Life; viz. Meats and Drinks both 

as to quantity and quality than there is; other- 

' wiſe this noble Human Houſe will be ſubje& to 
various Inundations before it attains to Matu- 
rity, as is too much known by the woful ex- 
perience of the greateſt number of People. 
Now if Mankind would but fink down into a 
ſerious meditation and ſilent pauſe, and ſearch 
out the true cauſes of all the deformities and 
diſeaſes in their Bodies and Minds, penetrate 

| Into their own Structures and take a view there- 
of; then they could not but be quickly ſenſi- 
ble with what labour, ſtrugling and diligence 
the internal Veſſels and Officers of Nature 
perform the ſeveral digeſtions and ſeparations, 
and how the Body andSpirits are every moment 
made good thereby. More eſpecially, what a 
burthen it is. when the Foods are too much in 
quantity, or of greaſy. obſtructing qualities? 
Certainly every Man would then be more wiſe 
and careful in the choice of thoſe Materials of 
life ; and more particularly in the Dieting of 
their Children, whoſe both inſides and outſides 
are tender, nice, and unable to bear any Vio- 
lence or Oppreſſion, as we ſhall ſhew in its 
proper place. But in regard that tis in at the 
Mouth that Men daily take in thoſe baneful 
Poyſons, and that little elſe is conſider'd but 
| the 


the gratiſying a luxurious and diſorderly Appe- 


eſt Appetites an 
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tite, cannot yet quit that Subject, the Error 
= ſo deſtructive being ſcarcely taken notice 
of. 5 15 

Now the firſt buſineſs Nature performs, in 
order to ſupport the Spirits, and maintain the 
Body in health, ſtrength and Beauty, is Chew- 
ing or Maſtication, which is done by the afli- 
ſtance of the Saliva, a limpid, thin, inſipid Li- 
quor of no manifeſt quality ; it is generated by 
the Glands that incircle the Mouth and Tongue. 


This is like the dew of Heaven that ſprinkles 


and gives. life to all the numerous offspring of 
the Earth: And as it is of no manifeſt taſt, it 
is thereby render'd capable to mix with all forts 
of Foods and Drinks. And from thence it is 
that the readineſs and pleaſure of Chewing, 
Taſting and Swallowing proceed : For when- 
ſoever this Saliva, Spittle, or dewy inſipid Li- 
quor, by any diſorder or intemperance, be- 
comes of any manifeſt taſt, as ſweet, ſnarp, ſowr, 
bitter or ſaltiſn; then preſently the pleaſure of 
the Palate is loſt, and the brisk lively nimble 
motion of Chewing is at one ſtroke cut off and 
blunted. And for this cauſe, ſuch as have the great- 
eſt quantity of this Saliva, or affimulating, lim- 
pid, dewy quality, have alſo the beſt and ſharp- 

d pleaſure of eating ; and thoſe 
who have but a ſmall quantity or vitiated and 
diſorder d as before, have but little Apperite 
and as little pleaſure in what they do Ear. 


This Liquor or Saliva is increaſed or decreaſed 


according to the: conſtitution or habit of the 

Body, temperance and intemperance, clean- 

neſs in Foods and the contrary. The truth. of 

this all weak and diſtemper'd people experience. 

And in whatſoever Perſon the tree generation 

and motion of this Liquor or Saliva is *

ed by groſs ſucculent juices. The Palate, Swal- 
tow and Stomach immediately are bereav'd of 
their ſtrength, pleaſure and natural priviledges, 
neither does any thing ſo eaſily generate or 
maintain this pure Lympha, as clean foods, pro- 
per drinks and convenient exerciſe and motion, 
in pure and free Airs. | | 
Secondly, In the Mouth begins the firſt ſepa- 
rating Power of Nature ; for it the Appetite 
be prepar'd and temperately whetted by a due 
time of fafting, then the Ducts, Veſſels and 
Fibres which incircle the Mouth, Gullet and 
Stomach, which are many, ſtand as Officers 
with open Mouths and expanded Hands, rea- 
dy to convey the fine, thin, ſpirituous, fweet 
nutrimental Juices to the adjacent parts, with 
ſo quick 2 motion, that tis diſſicult for any Per- 
ſon in health to keep them in the Mouth ſtill, 
The harder, tougher, groſſer Parts are fuffici- 
ently chaw'd and broken, but they paſs down 
and obey the commands of Nature, and her 
Officers who thus Way-lay them and penetrate 
all the Porous, Organical Veſſels. This farther 
appears by the dewy ſweet influences Meats 
and Drinks have on the more noble and cen- 
tral Parts, as it were, the very moment they 
are chawing in the Mouth, and ſwallowing 
don the Gullet: For even then every heal- 
thy Perſon feels and experiences their refreſn- 
ing Power through the whole Body, and more 
particularly the Ventricles of the Heart and 
Brain; for tis they that firſt feel their reſtoring, 
reviving, ſpirituous refreſhments. So wonder- 
ful diligent and ready are all the Officers of Na- 
ture, in performing the duty and task ordained 
them by our All-wife Maker: Standing ſtil},

original Principles is not ſo ſhort liv d, nor ſub - 
ject to ſuch a numerous Herd of cruel violent 
unclean devouring Diſeaſes : No, but altogether 
the eontrary ; he is the ſtancheſt tougheſt piece] 
of Animal Building, and conſequently one off 
the longeſt livers of all Creatures. For if this 
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him into the World deriv'd and intail'd upon 

him from the intemperances of his Parents and 
Progenitors. Acquaint your ſelves then, you 
Builders of the Human-kind with the Merbods of 
Nature, take a view of and penetrate into the 
inſide Furniture and conſider the curious Work- 
manſhip of the Almighty in your Bodies, and the 
numerous Inhabitants thereof, viz. Pipes, ducts, 
airy fibres, ſmall figures and imbroideries, and how 


the meats, drinks and. their juices paſs through: 


them from the Center to the Circumference, 
together with the vaſt number of porows organi- 
cal Paſſages ſo ſmall as to be almoſt undiſcerni- 
ble; which if any one of them be obſtructed, 
the whole feels a ſenſible evil. So that neither 
the inſide nor outſide can indure the leaſt Op- 
preflion without falling into Diſtempers : And 
the ſupporting Pillars of Children or New-Born 
Infants, the Bones and more particularly the 
Breſt-Bone are oy a ſtringy griſtly ſubſtance 
not knit together, but in proceſs of time they 
are joyned and ty'd by a fleſhy Membrane and 
become ſolid hard ſtrong and durable, and ſe- 
veral other Bones are of the ſame nature, ſoft 
tender and ſpongious,as the Knee-pan and not- 
withſtanding that in mature Age it becomes 
one of the thickeſt and ſtrongeſt of Bones, and 
of the greateſt uſe it has no faſtning to the 
Knee but only by being ty'd with ſeveral ftrong 
griſtly Ligaments, This Bone binds the Thigh 
that it ſtart not out of its place; and 'tis by 
this Bone that the whole Body is poyſed, that 
it can move bow turn its ſelf go and run, and 
yet in Infancy 'tis a meer griſtle ſoft and ten- 
der. The like is to be underſtood of ſeveral! 
other of the material Pillars, as of the Ribs 
and Back- bone, which incircle the Tzorax of 


the moſt'npble Cell the Dwelling-Houſe of the

Vital Powers, viz. the Ventricle of the Heart and 
Lung. Thoſe Bones likewiſe in 1 In 


extremely ſoft weak delicate and tender : A 
therefore there can be no greater violence 
ferd to young Children than the binding up of 
this part of the Body, for the leatt N 
preſently affects both the Heart and Lung, the 
ee of Life and Fountain of Motion thro 
the whole Body. Beſides, the keeping chats 
parts hot not only obſtructs the Motions and 


Operation of the noble Y. entrick, but frequent ly | 


railes a hot burning præternatural heat, which 
as it were ſtifles the thin ſpirituous Juices, by 
ſtopping the Pipes and ſtagnating the circula ton 
both of the Blood and airy liyely 2yalities, from 
whence windyneſs and crude griping hum 
are generated in all the ſmall Pipes and tender 
fibrous imbroider'd denn which are ſpreac 
and interwoven direct oblique and tranſver 
throughout the whole Body. By this methe 
of binding and keeping the fine tender delicate 
Parts too hot, together with the Mothers and 
Nurſes Milk being corrupted and made windy 
by bad Diet foul greaſy Meats and ftrong Drinks 
are many poor innocent Children precipitated 
into the other World ; and thoſe who do 
fqueeze thro' thoſe Iron Grates and Oppreſfive 
Uſages do yet feel the diſmal conſequences 
thereof more or leſs to their dying day. There- 
fore you tender Mothers conſider the inſide Fur- 
nitures of your Children how delicate and nice 
they are, and be not ſo unthinkingly and un- 
warily unmerciful to thoſe young Branches, for 
whole lives and preſervation, you are ready to 
run all hazards and venture all that is dear and 
precious; and yet amidſt all this Zeal where- 
with you are as it were eaten up, your pious 
ceſigns are fruſtrated ; and all is becauſe you 
; 0 
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do not diſcern the cruelty of your Enemies, 
| thoſe Monſters, Faſbion, Cuſtom and Traditian, 
| whoſe Claws and Teeth are ſharper and more 
| devouring than thoſe of the Savage Beaſts o 
the Deſart. So that your love, kindneſſes an 
tender affection is altogether diſappointed ; for 
hem. þ to theſe 3 blind Guides and taking 


them for your Pilates, Compaſs and Rudder 
whereby to Steer your Courſe, it is a very un- 
equal chance if ever either your ſelves or Off- 
ſpring arrive at the happy Ports of health and 
ſrndacſ The Learned Pragitioners tis true 
| are ever ready to Come to your Succour, bu 
can you expect they will undeceive you, = 
let you know how baneful thoſe Cuſtoms are 
to which you are ſo Wedded, or that they 
| ſhould forbid them; No, Intereſt never lyes, 
and tis your miſconduct which is the principal 
Branch of their Revenues. Conſider ther- | 
fore. with your ſelves this cuſtom of Swathing 
of Children ſo tight and keeping them ſo hot: | 
How much nicer more delicate and tender are | 
your Children than your ſelves, both as to their wm 
inſides and outſides? And could you endure to 
be bound up cloſe with ſo many Clothes and | 
then to be put into a Bed or Cradle, and there 
to be cover d again as they are, or if you were 
could you ſleep or be eaſy 2 What would it coſt 
ou before you could be habituated ſo as to 
bear it; nay, you would think it the ſevereſt 
Penance to be forced to make a trial ? If you 
were but to be cloſe roul'd up in a Sheet, you 
would not be able to bear it without the great- 
eſt Ickſomneſs. Now if this fort of Treatment 
Would be fo inimical to hard Bones and grown 
mature Ligaments and Sinews, what muſt it be 
to the ſoft tender Bones or rather Griſtles of 
young Children ? Now this method which is

carefully follow d, is the cauſe not only of 
immature deaths, but of many cramping 
Diſeaſes to ſuch Children as go through it, and 
more particularly to the Females; and thoſe 
Difeaſes are ſtill increaſed and advanced by 
their Mothers and Nurſes conſtantly handling 
them and incircling them in their Arms or Laps, 
and other ill methods in attendance, whereby | 
Children are inwardly inflam'd and heated 
which makes them in a continual uneaſinefs, Þ 
from whence proceeds their frowardneſs fret- 
ting and paſſionate crying; and then the ten- 
der Mothers in order to appeaſe them add few- 
el to the fire ; that is, they clap the Spoon to 
their Months or give them ſome ſort of food: 
or drinks ſo long as they will take them down, 
very often till they loath and caſt all up again, 
which makes them ſick and ſtill more uneafy and 
might ly ſtagnates and ſtreightens all the Yefelr, 
and more particularly the Breaſt and noble con- 
veyer of the airy Element, the Wind-Pipe, and 
all the organical ſmall Paſſes lying direct obh- 
que and tranfverſe the Lungs, whole Office it is 
to receive the fine thin ſpirituous efluviums of 
the Air, and convey this 'living quality to all 
the Members and Parts of the Body, but more 
particularly to the Head and Brain, Stomach and 
Bowells : And when this airy Power has free 
motion and circulation, then all the great and 
ſmall Officers of the Body perform their buſi- 
neſs with eaſe and pleaſure, the appetite is 
ſharp and digeſtion eaſy ; for the Fire never 
burns clear where the eflaviums of the Air are 
ſtagnated or obſtructed. And therefore when 
this obſtruction happens, as it does very com- 
monly in Women and Children, it cauſes fumes 
and vapours to aſcend into the Head, ſour belch- 
ing from the Stomach and griping pains in the

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ſneeſtines or Gats, ſending great numbers into 
the other World, and 1 others as long 
as they live; and theſe and many other Evils 
and Miſeries occaſion'd by Ill Methods in at- 
tendance and bringing up, and by unfit Meats 
| and Drinks are tranſmitted to future Generati- 


ons; as appears by the Crowds of Diſeaſes 
| which ſurround us in this preſent Age on all 
1 ſides: So that ſuch Foundations being often 


laid at our firſt drawing Vital Breath, nothing 


can prevent our Miſery but the early ſowing 
| the Seeds of Order, Temperance and Cleanneſs, and 


then a Healthy Of-/prizg might by degrees fuc- 
| ceed us: But till Wiſdom governs and prevails 


againſt Inveterate Ill Cuſtoms and Fantaſtick 


Faſhions, Indulging Mothers muſt bewail 
the Untimely-Deaths, Weakneſs, Deformities 
and Diſtempers of their Tender Fuit. Conſi- 


der this therefore ye Beautiful Loving Dreſſers of 
the Human Earth, and free your ſelves from the 
Bondage of Cuſtom, which coſts you fo many 
Tears, and is fo injurious to your Poſterity; look 
abroad and judge of the Goodneſs or Badnels of 
your Methods by the few that eſcape your tu- 
torage with Health, Strength and Beauty, in 
compariſon to the number of Dwarfs, Crip- 
ples, Deform'd Diſeaſed Puny Weak Drooping 
Languiſhing Courſe Dull Homuncio's, and 
take notice likewiſe what multitudes miſcarry 
under your Hands ; be impartial in your Sur- 
vey, and we doubt not but you will fee where 
the Fault in great meaſure lays. RejeR not our 
Advice becauſe tis a Free- ill. Offering, and take 
it not amiſs that we tell you, that your Love is 
fruſtrated by your thus captivating your ſelves 
to Faſhion and Cuſtom; for thereby likewiſe 
your Opulency and Abundance turns to the derri- 
ment, and frequently to the ruin of your Chi- 
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dren ; as appears by the Sprightlineſs, Hardi. 
neſs, Large-Stature, Health and, Vigor of the 
Off-/pring of ſuch Poor People as have not where. 
withal to pamper them, or gratifie their Appe. | 
tite ; by which you may plainly ſee how much 
you are in the wrong, in thus fondling and ca-. 
reſſing your Children. „ rr 
Seeing then you are ſo unſucceſsful in the 
Methods you now follow, ceaſe to be ſo curi : 
ous in the Outward Dreſſes of your Children, 
and apply your ſelves particularly to the Con- 
ſideration of their Inſide Furnitures and Senſibl: 
Powers of Nature, the Advantages of Simplicity i 
of Foods and Drinks, and what is moſt fuitableÞ 
to Children, viz.

ons as that, and it may be is freer from Crudi- 
ties and Flatulent Juices, becauſe of the good 
arid healthy Complexion of the Creature, and the 
Simplicity of their Meats and Drinks : And by 
the way note, that the Milk of thoſe Cows that 
are fed with the ſoundeſt Foods, and in due 
2 is the beſt: And obſerve to make this 
Milk as warm when tis given a Child as * 
mi 
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milk is; and when tis taken ſo tis of far eaſier 
digeſtion than when boil'd or mixt with other 
Materials, affording more Fluid Nutricious Jui- 


ces, and naturally keeping all the Ventricles 


and Parts open, that the Spirituous Efluviums 


| of the Air, and its lively fanning refreſhing 
| Breezes may the better circulate and viſit every 
part and Member of the Body. Befides , it 


thereby gives Nature that happy advantage of 
expelling the Groſſer Parts of the Air out of 
doors, by the Veſſels appointed for that purpoſe. 
Such are the Benefits of Milk when rightly or- 
dered and unadulterated, it being the Diet pre- 


| ſcribed and appointed by the Ever-bleſſed Crea. 


tor. 

The next beſt and healthieſt Foods are ſuch as 
are made of Corn, of which there are many 
ſorts; as fuch as are made of Oatmeal- Flower and 
Water, Pap, and Gruels, with a ſmall quantity 
of Bread in them; theſe likewiſe adminiſter a 
Clean Fluid Nutriment, eaſie and pleaſing to Na- 
ture, freeing all the great and fmal}Charnels and 
Veſſels from Foul Stagnating Fuices, whereby the 
Blood and Spirits are mightily purify'd and enli- 
ven d, from whence ſprings a Sprightly Moti- 
on and Good Complexion ; and when Children 
arrive to be 2 or 3 years of age, then Boild 
Peaſe may fitly be given them, made into Por- 
tage, either thin or thick, eaten with a little 
Sak, or rather without; for the eating of Salt is 
nothing but Cuſtom, and that Palate that never 
taſtes it can never crave it: And note alſo that

Conſider this therefore ye Tender Rachels, how 
ill thoſe ſevere Methods ſuit the Niceneſs and} 
Tenderneſs of Children, and conſider the In- 
nocency and Simplicity of Nature, and her}

ber, Weight and Meaſure, which are the ſtrong

&ly obſerved, as beforementioned. Beſides, 
nothing ſhould be given them to eat or drink 
hotter than their Mothers Milk: Next to which 


the moſt Natural Foods are Spoon-meats, as 
Raw Milk from the Cow, or heated to the 


ſame degree of warmth , Milk-pottage , Pap 
made of Flower, Milk and Water, or of Flow- 
er and Water only; Oatmeal-Gruels thick or thin 
caten with or without Bread : Theſe Methods 
and Foods are beſt for Mothers as well as Chil- 
dren, and Mothers, by obſerving them, would 
lay a ſure Foundation for a Healthy Off-ſpring ; 
as 15 apparent by the People of the North, and 
particularly of the Highlands of Scotland, who 
are effectually forbidden the common eating of 
high-ſeaſon'd, groſs, ſucculent Foods, and the 
drinking of ſtrong foul Drinks, by their Pover- 
ty and Cuſtomary Way of Living, which is 
chiefly on Grewels made of Oatmeal, thick or thin, 
and their Drinks Water, ro Oatmeal and Water,

Drunkenneſs ; by the various Accidents which 

befal them thro' Violent Exerciſes and the Caſual. 
ties which devour many of them even in thei: 
Employments out of Doors: Conſider likewiſe 
what numbers go abroad, and ſettle in Foreign 
Colonies; how many tranſport themſelves in- 
to Foreign Countries for the ſake of Trade, or 
enter themſelves into the Service of Foreign 
Princes, who never return again amongſt us; 
and yet notwithſtanaing thoſe Wholeſale Way 
by which the Males are cut off and ſwept away, 
we cannot diſcern any diſparity or diſproporti- 
on of Number betwixt the Two Sexes ; for 
there are as many Widowers and Batchelors a3 


amonꝑſt the Fes, who yet are expos d to vari- 
ous Accidents by their Peregrinations from one 


Country to another, there js ſuch a diſparity of 
:he Number of Females to that of the Males, 
that the Meg plead the Paucity of their own 
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| Women in excuſe of the Licentious Invaſions 


and Villanies they commit with the Women of 
all thoſe Nations where they ſojourn ; but we 
rather believe tis their Vicious Libidinous In- 
clinations; the Deformity and Courſeneſs 
more than the Paucity of their own ; and the 
Beauty of the Women of moſt other Nations in 
compariſon of thoſe of their own Generation 


that drives them upon thoſe Filthy Extrava- 


gancies. 
But however, as we have ſaid before, the 
Women are many degrees weaker by their Na- 


tural Conſtitutions than the Men, but that can 


no way counterbalance the loſs of 5ooo Men 
in a Siege; 10000 in a Battel ; 50000 in a 
Campagne by Skirmiſhes, Mortalities, Fatigues 
and Accidents ; hundreds in a Ship, and hun- 
dreds of Ships loſt ; thouſands that tranſport 
themſelves to Foreign Colonies and Countries, 
and thouſands and thouſands that kill them- 
ſelves by downright Exceſs, and are as much 
Felo's de ſe as if they ſtabb'd or ſhot themſelves : 
It is impoſſible that the Natural Weakneſs of 
Women ſhould ever ſtand in the balance; fo 
that it muſt needs be, that their Methods and 

Cuſtoms of managing themſelves are ſtrangely 
prepoſterous, heterogenial and unnatural, for 
there is no diſcernable Inequality of Numbers 
of the one Sex more than of the other. Con- 
ſider therefore ye, Feminine Powers, how much 
you err and are deficient in the Oeconomy of 
your own Structures, and thoſe of your Ten- 
der Iniantine Branches ; which are undeniably 
made and framed according to thoſe Three 
Grand Ruling Powers of our Ever-Bleſſed Creator, 
Number, 'Weight and Meaſnre ; as likewiſe are all 
other Bodies we the Cæleſtial or molt Superior 
to the Meaneſt or moſt Infericy Animal upon the 
r % — 
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Earthy and Watry Globe; and therefore Nam. 
ber, Weight and Meaſure ought to be the Method 
in the uſe of all the Materials appointed and 
given by the Ever-bleſſed Creator, for the ſupport 8 
and preſervation of the Human Building, 
otherwiſe a dreadful Inundation of Calamities 
will of neceſſity break in upon us, as daily 
Experience does wofully teſtifie : Wherefore it 
is plain, that ſimplicity in Meats and Drinks 
are the only props to keep up and ſuſtain the 
Human Fabrick in plight and order ; and it is 
not to be doubted, that it the foremention d 
Methods of Order, Temperance and Cleanneſs were 
obſerved by Parents themſelves, and Children 
were brought up therein, and inured thereto, 
AMankind would then as frequently live to 70, 
; 80, 90, 100, nay, 120 Years, as now they do 
| to 50; and there would be as few Immature 
Deaths amongſt the Race of Men, as amongſt 
the Inferior Animals, and fewer too; Man ac- 
cording to the Laws of God, and his Handmaid 
Nature, being one of the Tougheſt , Firmeſt, 
Nobleſt and moſt durable Pieces of Animal 
Building, as is manifeſt by his long Life and 
Strength, Vigor and Activity both of his Mind 
and Body. No Animal in the World of his Cir- 
cumference and Bulk can endure fo many 
Shocks, or go through ſuch Labours, Difficul- 
ties and Fatigues as he can do; a Horſe, though 
one of the ſtrongeſt of all the Undergraduates 
Creatures, and feeds on Clean Foods and Natural 
Drinks,yeta little Irregularity,or more Exerciſe 
than ordinary, as Straining , Over-riding , 
Surfeits, quite fink him, and bring upon him 
Incurable Diſeaſes, and yet Man goes through 
all this, and a thouſand times more, bidding 
defiance, as it were, to every thing: So that 


chere can be nothing more evident than that 
the 
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m. che Immature Deaths of ſome of his Childrens 
the ſhort lives of others, and the numerous 
Diſeaſes wherewith he himſelf is ſurrounded on 
all ſides, are the Off-ſpring of his own Un- 
cleanneſs and Intemperance, which he 
{commits in ſuch diverſity,and to ſo high adegree, 
that whoſoever conſiders it, and penetrates with 
la diſtinguiſhing Eye into the Curious Archite- 
ure and Inſide Furniture of the Human Honſe, 
and that if the ſmalleſt of thoſe Nice Veſſels and 
Paſſages be ſtopped or obſtructed , that the 
whole is affected and oppreſs'd thereby; who- 
ever duly conſiders this, will think it no won- 
der that the main body of the People are ſo in- 
fected with Diſeaſes, and particularly Females; 
whoſe Conſtitutions are not able to bear the Bur- 
hens of Diſorderly Living: So that what with 
he Inherent Seeds of ſome Diſtempers which 
People bring along with them into the World, 
ind the Accumulation of others, by a conſtant 
'ving in Uncleanneſs and repetition of Diſor- 
der and Intemperance , hardly 3 parts of the 
People, it they were to be divided into ten, 
would appear ſound and free from one Diſeaſe 
or other. Are not vaſt numbers of Children 
under 4 or 5 years old, torn almoſt to pieces 
by the Cruel Pains of Windy Diſeaſes, and Rac x- 
ing Convulſions, and others halt eaten up alive 
with Leprous Scabby Humours? How many thou- 
lands are there deform'd, and almoſt devour'd 
by Running Ulcerous Sores, call'd the King's 
Evil? from the Cure that moſt or all Believers 
have receiv'd, thro' the Secret S overeign Pow erot 
the Almighty, by thoſe Kingly Inſtruments : And 
it is not to be doubted but the ſame Means 
would cure other Diſeaſes , provided the King 
or Queen and the People had the ſame Faith: 
There being no difference in the Cures of Diſ- 


eaſes, 
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eaſes, where there is a Firm Belief. Our Saw 
our's own Words in the Scriptures of Truth are 
Thy Faith bath made thee whole. And in anothfi 
place, he ſays, He did not many Cures or Mir 

of the Unbelief, or want of Faitiſf 
of the People. So great and powerful are th 
Fruits of a Firm Faith, which is nothing near {if 
well or piouſly conſidered as it ought. Ano 
ther number of People are peſter'd with Ach 
and Pains in their Joints or Limbs ; and other 
loſe the uſe of their Principal Members an 
Faculties, by Cramps, Dead Palſies, and the like 
ſo that they are not able to move but as the 
are help d.

0 ſilent muſing thinking thin Magick Power 
fot the Mind, inviſible and unknown in all Crea- 
Itures in one to another.

is made up and conſiſts of ſome hundreds pt 
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Jnaps of particular Names and Things, ſtill the 
the Scholars, Learners or Apprentices never 
Wburchen nor charge their Memories with any 
Jof thoſe Names or Terms, and yet they are al- 
an ways forthcoming and ready on every occaſi- 
on; when at the ſame time others, tho' they 
nave read them heard ſtudy'd and thought on 
ren them never ſo carefully and diligently, yet 
ne they can never e erg diſcourſe on them, 
W ccadily apply underſtand or remember em, or 
naiſe any of thoſe Diſcants from them which 
each Artiſt can do, who is skill'd in the Princi- 
W ples of his Art through the force of Practice. 
For which reaſon, the Speech or Language of 
every Science Art and Trade is as great a My- 
ſtery as any Foreign Tongue to all the Neigh- 
bourhood not of the ſame Trade. So that if 
uy two Tradeſmen or Artiſts diſcourſe of their 
Arts and Trades, as a Hat-Maker and a Car- 
penter or the like, the Hat-Maker cannot re- 
member in order the Diſcourſe of the Carpen- 
ter, nor the Carpenter that of the Hat-Maker. 
And therefore it is plain that no Man in any 
Art or Trade can remember or underſtand the 
Terms, expreſs the Methods or name the Tools 
Materials or Products thereof pertinently and 
properly, without the practical knowledge of 
ſuch Trade; but Practice without either read- 
ing thinking or any care about remembring, 
all furniſhes all: So that when the Principles are 
oF once learn'd, the Superſtructures are eaſily built 
ai and eaſily underſtood without any Studying. 
OF Wherefore Practice is the Intelligence and re- 
cording Faculty, it by giving full knowledge, 
imprinting ſuch deep and laſting Characters on 
the Mind as can never be forgotten, but pre- 
ſent themſelves on every occaſion without any 
Trouble or Study. And therefore in Arts and 
e Trades 
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Trades the Maſters never Write down then 
Language, or the Words, Terms. and Namngff 
which occurr in their buſineſs, but inſtezf 
thereof they teach the Principles, which bein 
underſtood, the other come in courſe : But iff 
inſtead of this practical Method an Artiſt ſhoulſÞ 
ſet down in Writing the Names of his Tool 
Wares and his Trade, and inſtruct and diredfi 
his Scholar or Servant in that manner, and 
give him the Reaſons of his Trade 6, 7 or 1 
hours a day throughout the Year and never |:

And therefor 
no Man can Write or Diſcourſe to the purpolf 
of more things than he underſtands and know 
And for. the ſame reaſon, where Knowlede 
and Underſtanding is there is no room for Stu 
dy; for Study and much Thinking come in

you a Houſe, will any of them tell you that! 
you will give them ſeven years time they wil 
Study how to do it? Or if you ſhonld ask:

enaterial Principles, whereby that becomes a ma- 
terial viſible Being, Figure or Form, which be. 
fore was inviſible and immaterial, and that to 
be ſeen which before could not be ſeen nor un.

intelligible ; but thoſe Myſteries never could 
have had any Being or have been maniteſte(|Þ 
without the motions of the Body and applica 
tion of the proper Members thereof. Pray 
tell us if the great numbers of Students Uni. 
verſity- Men or others have Midwiv'd any Ari 
Trades or new Imployments into the World with. 
in this hundred Years, or Contributed to the 
advancing of any of them by their Studying or 
Reading, within which time all Sciences, Art: 
and Trades have arrived to an amazing degree 
of perfection. What have thoſe Learned Stu- 
dents done towards improving any of the Sur 
ary Arts about the Woollen-Manufacture, which 
in all its particulars has been ſo mightily im- 
prov'd 2 Or has any ot them improved practical 
Farming, Agriculture or Hasbandry, Houſewifry or 
the like, which Arts likewiſe have advanced of 
late Years as much as any others? Or what 
have they done towards the amendment or bet- 


tering the Art or Trade of Silk-Weaving, which 
bas been ſo ſtrangely advanced within 40 years? 
Or what have they done in the famous Art of 
Glaſſ Making, wherein the Engliſh exceed al 
Europe; Oc in the Diſtilling of Spirits from 
Milt, Syder, Moloſſoes and the like, and herein 
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likewiſe no Workmen in the known World ex- 
ceeds ours, tho it is hardly a hundred years 
ſince it became a Trade with us? Or what 
have thoſe Learned Gentlemen done in that 
noble Art of Refining Sugar, wherein likewiſe 
Vo outdo all the World ?

bute nothing to any of thoſe preſervir g beau- 
tifying Inventions and Ingenuities, as never ſet- 
ting their hands to the Plow of Practice. They 
apply their Talents chiefly to make Honeſty, 
plain Dealing and the Fear and Worſhip of the 
Creator hard to be underſtood, and to invent 
Gloſſes and Conſtructions to uphold their San- 
dy Politick Syſtems, the Bones of eternal Con- 
tention Diſunity and Animoſity, to diſguiſe 
and disfigure the Complexion of Truth, by 
compoſitions of Foreign Words, as Hebrew, 
Greek and Latin by School Terms, and Fanta- 
ſtick ſtrain'd Criticks ; and yet after all their 
pains in Foreign Language, they underſtand 
not the tenth part of their Mother Tongue, but 
are as great Strangers to the Language of Sci- 
ences and the Terms of Arts us d by Tradeſmen 
in their Buſineſs, as the Unlearned Mechanicks 
are to Chaldee or Hebrew ; and yet the Engliſt 
Tongue is compoſed made up and dreſs d with 
Words and Terms that have trom time to time 
been uſher d in and invented by Artifs and

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Tradeſmen : They are as we ſaid before, the ge. iti 
neral Chriſtners of Words, as beſt knowing WI 
what Terms are moſt fit to expreſs and deſcribe of 
the Uſes and Beautys of their Inventions ; and te.

Science or Art, can always readily and in pro. she 
per and ſignificant Terms diſcourſe thereon on pl 
all occaſions : Whereas no Man can give pro- 
per or apt Names and Terms either to the 
Tools or any parts of the Workmanſhip of amy ſu 
Art or Trade which he underſtands not.

Knowledge of the Principles of what he Diſ- 
courſes or Writes about, he is ſubje& not only 
to great Errors, but is forc'd to flee to ſeeming 
Rhetorical Expreſſions and mixed Heterogeni- 
al Terms, and to hide his Ignorance with a 
multitude of Words pronounced with a great 


deal of boldneſs and impudence ; and yet thro' 


the Stupidity of the greateſt number of Hear- 
ers and Readers they gain a moſt unaccounta- 
ble approbation, tho' from ſuch Books and Diſ- 
courſes there can never be reap'd any real Ad- 
vantage or true Knowledge, becauſe no Speech 
or Diſcourſe whatſoever not Founded on a pro- 
per Baſis ; that is, eſſential Principles can pe- 
netrate into the central Principles of the Hear- 
ers Whatever any may think to the Contrary, 
whether it be in Religion or Sciences and Arts, 

no- 
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nothing is plain or eaſily learn'd but what ; 
true and proceeds from a fundamental Baſis in 
Nature. This plainly appears, in as much a; 
one of an ordinary Capacity who can neither 
Write nor Read, can yet learn a difficult and 
ingenious Trade or Art in 3, 4, 5 or 6 Year,

on therein, when at the ſame time he ſhall ne.

Build therefrom, is as hard and difficult even 
to the moſt ingenious, as for a School- Boy to 
get his Leſſon or the Task his Maſter ſets him 
y Heart when it muſt be done in a very ſhort 
time : And all is becauſe their Syſtems and 
Buildings are fantaſtick contrived Inventions, 
there being almoſt as many methods gloſſes and 
expoſitions as there are Preachers : Whereas 
f Þ che true Principles in Religion and the Fear 
and Dread of our Creator are one and the 
ſame, for ever unchangeable like the Grand 
Fountain whence they proceeded. Are not 
all God's Laws of Creation in through and over 
all his numberleſs numbers the ſame ? And the 
amazing Luminaries of Heaven the Governours 
of the Earth, are not their Laws the ſame, do 
not they keep time and place, always walk- 
ing within the bounds of their own Oibs and 
Circles, and are not all their Influences and 
| | | Ope- 
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Operations as powerful and vigorous now a; 
thouſands of years ago ? And do not all the 
inferior Off-Spring or Earthy Progeny obſerve 
the Laws of their Superior Governours ? Does 
not each Thing and Creature keep its Times 
and Seaſons by which they preſerve their Off. 
Spring and Children, who again imitate their 
Parents and that too without any Tutoring or Stu- 
dy. All things are eaſy natural and pleaſant to 
all ſuch Creatures as have not broken the Law 
in which the Lord Created them : And on the 
bother ſide all is hard uneaſy and perplexing to 
him that has ſtray'd from the true Guide and 
Law of Preſervation. Is not Honeſty eaſy and 
intelligible ; that is, do not the innocent Di- 
Fates of Nature in every Perfon teach them 
that they ſhould do unto others as they would 
be done unto themſelves? The moſt Unlearn- 
ed even ſuch as cannot Read their Mother 
Tongue, do not they ſufficiently diftinguiſh be- 
tween Juſtice and Injuſtice, Right and Wrong, | 
nay even as well as he that ſpeaks a little bro- 
ken Greek Hebrew or Latin? And moſt Men 
who know nota Letter, do not they ſpeak and 
underſtand better and more general Engliſh, 
than the moſt Learned do any Foreign Lan- 
guage ? And do not many hundreds learn ſe- 
veral curious Ingenuities, Arts, Trades and In- 
| ployments that cannot Read, nay many of them 
do far exceed the beſt Readers and Writers? 
And are there not as many honeſt juſt religious 
Men amongſt ſuch as have no Letters ( pro-

up and flouriſh: ſo that all Creatures and Bo- 
dies bow to this univerſal Law.

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the greateſt Homage that any ſenſible Being 
can pay to the great ſpiritual Power, th, 
Author of all Beings : and by means of thi; 
their entire Submiſſion, the Lives of all the 
Creatures are made eaſie; and being enduey 
with the ſeven grand or head Principles, they 
never fail to enjoy the greateſt Pleaſure where. 
of they are capable, their Senſes, in compari. 
ſon to thoſe of Mankind, being as it were con. 
_ pleat and perfect: ſo that nothing interrupt, 
or diſturbs their Happineſs, but the malicious 
Contrivances and ſelfiſh Policies of Men. 
I, he firſt of thoſe grand Principles wherewith 
the Creatures are endued, is the Word of Pov. 
er, the creating multiplying Quality , which 
all the inferior Animals are always ready ty 
perform, obſerving Cleanneſs and Chaſtity 
therein, and keeping ſtrictly to the limits of 
Number, Time, and Seaſon.

or eating up or ingroſſing the Fruits of the 
Earth and the Bounties of Heaven, adminiſtred 
to them in all equality; they have no Diffe- 
rences about Monies, Lands, Mortgages, Go- 
vernments, or Dominions ; no armed Sons of 
Violence to defend them againft Thieves and 
Invaders: no, no; Juſtice, Order, and Equa- 
lity, are ſo deeply rooted amongſt them, as to 
prevent the Incroachments of thoſe evil Pow- 
ers: So that they live pleaſant and eaſie, gent- 
ly affording their Help, and adminiſtring their 
Succors to the ungrateful Sons of Men, fully 
anſwering the great End of their Creation, and 
conſequently are truly religious, and due Wor- 
ſmippers, according to their ſeveral kinds and 
natures, honouring their ever-blefſed Creator, 
and praiſing him, all of them in their ſeveral 
methods, to the utmoſt whereof they are made 
capable. What can be a greater Mark or Cha- 
racter in any Creature of Religion, than Obe- 
dience and Juſtice ?

The fourth Principle is that glorious: Beam 
or Ray of Light, the original of all Corporali. 
ty or Senſation, In this fourth Houſe all the 
inviſible magick Powers are manifeſted, begin 
to fee, hear, ſmell, taſte, and feel, which isthe 
firſt birth of Grief, Fear, Hope, Joy, and al} 
the other Paſſions in all ſenſible Creatures: 
Hence it is that the intelligible, diſtinguiſhing, 
underſtanding Faculties proceed, which ſublime 
Powers branch themſelves into the number Five, 
call'd the Senſes, which are the CO Direcd. 
ors, Governours and Preſervers of all ſuperior 
and inferior Animals, and the inferior Ani. 
mals have thoſe ſerene Powers more entire, 
compleat and perfect than Mankind has by the 
Advantages of clear Air, and ſimple Meats, and 
Drinks, what Man has ſuch adiſtinguiſhing,ſharp 
penetrating Sight, as the Birds and Fowls of the 
Air, who can diſcern meer Atoms at a ve 

rem diſtance ? The like is to be underſtood of 


ſeveral other of the Animals: How quick ſight- 


ed and watchful are ſeveral of them ? And the 
fleep of thoſe volatile Troops, and of moſt 
other Creatures, is but as it were a tranſitory 
waking, not ſo heavy, drowſy, dark, ſtupify- 
ing, melancholy and dead, as that of Mankind 
15. And as their Luminaries are much more 
quick and ſprightly than thoſe of Men, ſo they 
ſtand them in double ſtead, their ſight being 
unto them, not only as ſure Guides and Direct- 
ors, but their defence, ſafeguard and preſerva- 
tion from the cunning Baits and Snares, Inva- 


ſions and Violences of Men. Theſe and many 


other excellent Qualifications, do the the Infe- 
riors inherit and intail again upon their young 
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by obſerving the Laws and Orders ordained 
them by the Creator's grand Charter of Na- 
ure, L | | 
; The fecond Power branching from this fourth 
Principle, is, that 1 directing, preſerving Fa- 
Smelling, wherein the inferior 
Animals of all kinds far exceed Man. They, by 
this inviſible Power without either Touchinz 
or Taſting, diſtinguiſn the Goodneſs, Badneſs, 
Fineneſs,and Courſeneſs of any thing,and whe- 
ther it be proper Food or Drink, or not; here- 
by making choice of natural Meats. in a Mo- 
ment without that groſſer dangerous way of 
Taſting, for if the Inferiors were forced firſt to 
taſte, their Healths and Lives would man 
times be in Danger. This Senſe of. Smelling 
when it is ſerene and not adulterated by unclean 
groſs Airs, Foods and Drinks, by its innate pe- 
netrating Power pierces to the center of all 
things under its cognizance, and diſcovers their 
inviſible internal magick Vertues, Vices and 
Qualities, which none of the other Senſes can 
do, they being too thick, grofs and corporeal, 
but the clothing or covering of this ſpiritual 
Property of Smelling is the Air, and its Power 
of diſtinguiſhing in each Creature, is better or 
worſe, perfe& or imperfect, according to the 
Air and Foods they live on, and things they 


| communicate with; and ſecondly, according, 


to their Temperance or Intemperance : for 
Meats and Drinks conſtitute and form the Crea- 
ture. That is, the Foods and Drinks are con- 
verted into Chyle, the Chyle into Blood, the 
Blood into Spirits, and according thereto are 


| the Diſpoſitions and Inclinations; and thus the 


Foundations are laid of all Forms, Shapes, Acti- 
ons and Practices of Life. And as the Foods 
and Drinks are more or leſs clean, innocent and 

| ſimple, 
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ſimple, the Spirits are finer or groſſer, and the 
Senſe of Smelling is in proportion, and corref. 
ponds with the original Materials: that i, 
clean Foods and Drinks: and free pure Ain 
make fine Spirits and perfect the Smell. But 
Man has in great meaſure loſt the power 
diſtinguiſhing by Smelling, through his uſe of 
foul unclean Foods and Drinks, and thick, con. 
taminated, ſulphurous, ſmoaky, per Airs, ſo 
that he is now forc'd to take the Senſe of Taf. 
ing, Cuſtom and Tradition, for his Guide, 
Whereby it appears that the Inferiors much ex. 
geed him in this noble Senſe of Smelling, which 
is through their Obedience to the commanding Po 
Powers and Laws of the great Creator.

goodneſs, badneſs, cleanneſs, groſſneſs, ſweet, 
ſharp, ſalt, bitter, and all the qualities «f 
Meats and Drinks. and all Compoſitions. The 
Inferiors have likewiſe this great Power, much 
more compleat and perfect than Men have. 
The Creatures living on innocent, clean, fim- 
ple, natural Meats and Drinks, never adulte- 
rating their Palates with artificial Compoſti- 
ons of extreme ſweets, bitters, ſharps or falts, 
nor with ſtrong ſpirituous .iquors, which ex- 
tinguiſh the Power of diſtinguiſhing, and for 
the moſt part ſpread their Venoms through the 
whole Body as is but too apparent by the Di- 
ſeaſes, wherewith the human Nature is afflict- 
ed. The Creatures by reaſon of their thus fim- 
ple living, have therefore not only a more exact 
and perfect Taſt, but Pleaſure : for the more 
ſimple, equal, intire and innocent, the Meats 
and Drinks are, the greater is the perfection of 
the Senſe of Taſting ; and all the pleaſures of 
Nature are by conſequence in the ſame degree, 
3 al 
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and the nutrimental Juices are no leſs eaſie and 
zgreeable in the Stomach, which itill enlarges 
the pleaſure of the feeding power, and the 
whole Body, from whence proceeds ſtrong, 
owerful, brisk Spirits, and active agile Limbs. 
For all the inſide qualities in all Animals are 
according to the nutrimental Juices of the 
Meats and Drinks, the equality or inequality 
thereof; and each Animal, as he feeds, is bet- 
ter or worſe, ſtronger or weaker, courſer or 
finer, brisker or duller, and more or leſs fierce. 
And the Senſe of Taſting for ever bows to the 
Cleanneſs or Groſſneſs of Foods. Thus it is 
both in Men and the Under-graduates ; for 
when the Meats and Drinks come into the 
common Warehouſe or Stomach, they are pre- 
[ently deliver'd into the ready induſtrious hands 
of a compleat Maſter-Chymiſt, or Separater, 
who with an equal hand, diſtributes all the finer 
nutrimental Juices to the Members of the Body 
in a wonderful ſecret manner; but {till accor- 
ling to Number, Weight, and Meaſure, as is 
apparent by the Circulation of the Blood and 
natural Spirits: for the health both of the Body 
ind Mind, takes its birth from Proportion, and 
te Equality of the Meats and Drinks, and their 
onal Juices; wherefore Men ought to 
be very careful therein, more eſpecially when 
they are compounded and rich; otherwiſe the 
Circulation and deſcanting Powers can never 
be perform'd in any order, or keep due time in 
their Motions and Operations. All Animals, 
both of ſuperior and inferior ranks, wound their 
Health, when they ſuffer either unclean or un- 
equal Meats or Drinks to enter the great Gate 
or Mouth of the Animal City: Whoſe firſt Work 
to adulterate the noble 8 and Faculty 
f the Palate; or Senſe of J aſting. The ſecond 
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to vitiate and ſpoil the tune of the Stomach, and 
then all's in a tumult, and the animal Superſtyy. 
&ure dwindles,and droops, and ſinks by degrees 
nay many times as it were at once, into ruine, 
Nothing is ſound, healthy, ortruly pleaſant, thy 
is not made up or compounded of agreeable qua. 
lities; and for that reaſon, the Senſes and all the 
intelligible Powers in Anämals, are better 9 
worſe: according tothe foundation Principles, . 
according to the Creatures Radix or original Prin. 
ciples, whether groſs or clean, unequal or equal, 
ſuch are their Spirits, Inclinations, Dulpoſit. 
ons, and Practices, Shapes, Figures, Forms and 
Complexions : which is che reaſon that on 
Animal is ſtrongly inchn'd by Nature to clean 
innocent Meats and Drinks, and another tod 
unclean, rapacious, groſs, foul, bloody Foods: 
all-which ariſes from the innate Principles d 
the Creature. Not but that che Creatures ar 
taught, and accuſtom d to many things, are lt 
out of the way of Nature, and her Qualitis 
chang'd, whether of Cleanneſs or Uncleanneh, 
by Art and Cuſtom ; which is of great impor 
tance, and ought to be taken particular notice 
of by Men in their Choice of Meats and Drink;

Drink 
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Drinking is far greater than Man's. They like- 
viſe have many other innate ecchoing Proper- 
nes, that heighten and advance their calm 
pleaſure, as having no fear or thought of future 
want, and the like; which compleats their 
Pleaſure and Content. But it is to be obſerv'd, 
that nothing ſo ſoon vitiates the Palate or Taſte, 
and the diſtinguiſhing Properties thereof, as 
unequal Meats and Drinks; nor deſtroys the Di- 
ecſtive Faculty of the Stomach, as ſuch foul li- 
ring Intemperance, preſent Cares, . Suſpicion, 


the inferior Animals are free; for which reaſon 
i they have all their Senſes and intelligible Fa- 
an i culties more compleat, and have more uſe, be- 
al nefit, and pleaſure therefrom, than Mankind 


can have, by reaſon of Mens having immers'd 
themſelves into ſo many Uncleanneſſes and 
Intemperances as before. | 


ei The fifth great Power or Branch born in the

The 
Hearing likewiſe adds fewel to the fire, by be 
ing contaminated with evil Communication 
Diſcord, Contention, Envy, Backbiting, Strit 
Oppreſſion, and the like. So that upon all oc 
caſions the Feeling property is the Center; at 
as the other Senſes are manag d well or ill, an 
are in order or diſorder; ſo it is with this mot 
ſubſtantial power, which being fix'd, is fore

dred other Evils from the Taſte, The Sg 
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puniſhes the Feeling by the concurrence of the 
Vin prompting to many things that cannot be 
procured without the hazard or ruin both of 
Body and Soul.

Hat extraordinary Production of Glaſs is 

from a compoſition of Salt-petre, Red- 
lead, and Sand: By the help of Art thoſe mean 
Ingredients are tranſmuted into the fineſt Com- 
modity in the World: but it being a thing 
made at home, cheap, plentiful, and familiar ; 
ſor thoſe Reaſons its Excellency is either not 
duly conſider d, or undervalu'd and degraded. 
For Glaſs, in its own nature, both for uſe and 
beauty, ſurpaſſes all other Ingenuities and fruits 
of Art. What can compare with Glaſs for 
Tranſparency, or the conveyance of Light? 
What is more durable, or ſo beautiful? All the 
Beauties of the ſublunary World ſeem to give 
place thereto, and that there is nothing vi- 
ible ſo ornamental and noble, except the glo- 
rious train of Stars and celeſtial Luminaries, and 
thoſe Glaſs ſeems to imitate or reſemble, as it 
likewiſe ſhews the wonderful power of the Ele- 
ment of Fire, when the ſtrong central Powers 
of Nature are opened thereby through the Ma- 


nagement 
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nagement of Art, in which practice the Engi 
give place to none; and for Glaſs, they make 
the beſt in the World. The like may be (ai 
of our Country-men in ſeveral other Science, 
Arts, and Trades ; but nothing they produce 
can compare with the Workmanſhip and Or. 
naments of Glaſs. Carvers, Joyners, Painter, 
Works, and the like, are dull, dark, heavy, me. 
lancholy and earthly, in compariſon of thi 
reſplendent Commodity, which, as we faid he. 
tore, ſeems to reſemble and imitate the Orh; 
of the celeſtial Powers; for at once it lets jn 
and conveys the Light, the Air, and the Fir, 
which are three 3 Companions: and 
therefore nothing in the World can be either 
more ornamental or uſeful. Beſides, many 
ſtrange and unaccountable Wonders are perfor- 
med by the means of Glaſſes, as by Opticks 
and Proſpectives of ſeveral kinds: And hoy 
wonderful are the Reflextons of Looking-glak, 
which duly placed, ſhew the Forms, Shape: 
and Figures, Beauties, and tha contrary, of al 
Things and Creatures, to the utmoſt Perfection, 
when in reality there is nothing! Which My- 
ſtery in Nature is unaccountable. But notwith- 
ſtanding that the Complexions of all things are 
thus fully repreſented, and ſo much to the life 
that nothing can come near it; yet a Man ha- 
ving beheld and ſeen himſelf in this manner in 
a Glaſs, in a few hours time ſhall hardly retain 
any memory of his own Features, Face, or 
Complexion: the natural reaſon whereot i, 
that the Shadow or Idea which appears, not- 
withſtanding the Perfection thereof, cannot be Hef 
received, ſtampt upon, or recorded by the In\,... 
tellectuals or memorative Faculty, becauſe it v 
a Nothing, that is, is not tangible or corporeal: 
for our great Officers, call'd Senſes, the Con- 

veyers 
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veyers of all Bodies and Species, cannot fix, 
retain, or impreſs any thing on the Intellectu- 
als or Memory, but what has ſome Analogy or 
Reſemblance with themſelves, or that is * 
way corporeal; and that is the reaſon that a 
Man retains 4 much better Idea of himſelf from 
the Contemplation of his Picture, than from his 
Repreſentation in a Glaſs; tho' this is ſo much, 
more compleat than the other, that if any Man 
could in any meaſure attain to the like Degree 
in painting, he might command as much Gold 
or Wealth as he pleas'd. Now the Image or Pi- 
ture on a Board or Cloth being corporeal, and 
fam'd of Materials tangible as a Man himfelf, 
he can fix and retain the Memory of ſuch a 
Repreſentation even as he knows his Friend or 
any other he converſes with or takes notice of;

Power and Principle uſing all poſſible diligence 


to perform its own Work both in the Evil and 


the Good; all, according to what quality or 
property, 15 awaken'd, whether equal or un- 
equal, and the Impreflions made are accordin 

to the ſtrength or weakneſs of the thus awa- 
kend or deſiring Property, and their natural 
Operations are accordingly felt and ſeen: So 
wonderfully has the ever-blefſed Creator made 
all things, and has endued all his Works even 
from the ſmalleſt and meaneſt of his Creatures, 
to the higheſt, with a ſympathetical, influen- 
tial Vertue and Power, both in Evil and Good, 
Yertue and Vice. Nature never looks aſide or 
loſeth her way: the Good confederates with 
what is near or like it ſelf, and the Evil does 
the ſame ; that is, they impoſe their Properties 
on their Simile. This great Truth every one 
ought to conſider, diſtinguiſh and underſtand ; 
otherwiſe all their Actions and Methods are by 
chance and hap-hazard. Now for want of this 
intrinſick Knowledge of God, and of his I 
in Nature, thouſands of People run themſclvcs 
into the greateſt Inconveniencies both to the 
Body and Mind; for the ſecret Motions and 
circular Operations of Nature never ſtand ſtill, 


ino more than the Sun and Moon, and other 


= Yes great 
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great celeſtial Powers under the Creator, the 
Governors of the Univerſe, whoſe circular Mo. 
tions are conſtant and perpetual. And in con- 
formity to thoſe ſuperior Patterns do all the 
under-graduated Creatures go on; but the gre. 
teſt part of Mankind never ſo much as think 
thereof: which is the principal occaſion thx 
both the publick and private Governments gf 
Men undergo ſo many Evils, Changes, and 
Misfortunes. Policy we ſee will not do: fo 
nothing can circulate currantly and ſmooth, ot 
operate regularly, but what is built on unifom 
Principles, according to the Patterns of the 
great ruling heavenly Powers: and for want df 
following thoſe illuminated Preſidents, we ſx 
what Vexations and Miſeries Man has brougit 
upon himſelf, and what a vaſt diſproportion 
and deformity there is in all things under his 
Direction, and himſelf particularly has the 
_ greateſt ſhare in thoſe Miſeries and Inequz 
lities; his Mind is darkn'd, deprav'd, and fully, 


and his Body equally deform'd, all which mig he 
be remedied by a prudent management and de tit 
Methods, in two or three Generations; au or 
the Body might be as many Degrees exalted; 
and beautify d as the Mind; tho' the laſt oug vn. 
always to have the principal regard, but one canWof 
not be done without the other: for the Defomi not 
ty and unaccountable diſproportions of the Boes 
and Members thereof took Birth at the fan the 
time that the Mind and intellectual Faculties M u 
the Soul were polluted and deprav'd by the tuMef : 
bulent Operations of the unequal Powers, Min: 
eating the fruits of Violence. Then the Vt i. 
and Deformity began in himſelf, and preſentWpryc 


ſpread its Venoms to all the under-graduate 
Creatures under his Dominion; ſo miſchievol 
to himſelf and the whole Creation was his © 
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parture from the Law of his Creator, who had 
ven him a free unbounded will which render- 

ed him the compleat Image of his maker be- 
yond any other Creature: but he uſing this 
Power arbitrarily, without any regard to the 
Laws of God written in the grand Charter of 
Nature, has hereby ſubjected himſelf to perpetu- 
al changes, plunging himſelf into one Evil after 
another, and his Eyes are hereby become ſo dim 
that he cannot diſcern how Things ſympathize 
one with another, and are chained together in 
Nature ; ſo that by applying this unbounded 
Power of the Will to wrong purpoſes, he has 
quite ſunk and degraded himſelf: from whence 
it follows that it he ſtrenuouſly bend this Power 
of the Will to Vertue and Equality he may re- 
tiere himſelf and be re- inſtated in his former 
Dignity in great meaſure. For at that very in- 
ant that he unites his Principles, and the Free-

"Wt is a grand We to think that the ſtrict 
eractice of Self-denial, Vertue, and Tempe- 
ance in Meats, Drinks and Communications, 
s here any way hard or difficult 3 NO, no, tis 
together the contrary ; that is, tis moſt plea- 
ant and delightful $0 all fuch as have liſted 

1 them 
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themſelves under the united Powers of unde 


led Nature. And then a Man is enabled t, 
beautify both the Mind and Body to a very 
high degree; for diſproportions and deform. 
ties in the Body ariſe and proceed from the in. 
equality and deformity of the Mind ; and the 
Signatures of all Bodies evidently ſhew the Spi. 
rit of the Father and Mother, and ſo of all o. 
ther Creatures: for according to the inward 
and ſpiritual Government, and the Form which 
obtains the aſcendant, ſuch is the Mark and 
Character or Complexion of the Fruit, which 
again is influenc'd powerfully by Imployment 
and Communications, and made better or work, 
and more or leſs beautiful : Which if it were 
rightly underſtood and conſidered, Errors, Du. 
neſs, Blemiſhes, and Deformities, would notbe 
ſo common. 


It is likewiſe to be noted, that the Free-willl 


in Mankind, with a wonderful Magick Powe, 
can do mighty Things both in the good and th: 
evil, according as it governs and is immerſe 
either in the divine Fountain of Love and Lig, 
or the contrary: and for the ſame Reaſon er: 
ry Man ought to be ſober, and carefully ob. 
ſerve the Laws of Order and Temperance, both 
in Meats, Drinks, Imployments, and Commu: 
nicatious: for all Thoughts, Words and Ach. 
ens proceed from equal or unequal Principle, 
and never fail to ſtrengthen their Similes : {kt 
them be what they will, they are ſure to d 
ſome ſignal Good or Evil, they never returt- 
ing back again provided they can find out 1 
Confederate : and therefore Silence is a pow?! 
tul Vertue, than which there is no branch 0 
Temperance more wanting; for Men ougit 


not to ſpeak but in proportion to their gitt 0 
Underſtanding and Knowledge : and 34 3 | 
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has but very little true Knowledge, therefore 
he ought to ſpeak as little; which filent Pauſe 
or Method would arm and ſtrengthen the Good 
by keeping them from Evil, and leading them 
farther into the Paths of Temperance and all 
kinds of Vertue; for all ſenſible People will ac- 
knowledge that great part of the Evils that 
wait on Mankind are uſher'd in at the Door of 
much and idle talking, as we have diſcourſed 
at large in our firſt part. 

But to return to our Subject of the Beauties 
of the Body. It is univerſally acknowledgde, 
that the Vertues, Beauties, and Goodneſs of the 
Fruits of the Earth, depend chiefly on thoſe 
three Things : Firſt, the goodneſs of the Earth, 
and its being ſuitable to ſuch and ſuch Grain, 
or other Fruit ; ſecondly, onthe Judgment of 
the Husbandman, and his management; third» 
ly, on the Goodneſs or Badneſs of the Seed and 
deaſons of the Year. Now if thoſe three things 
concurr, you are certain of having a conſidera- 
ble Crop, and that too of what is good, let the 
Fruit or Grain be what it will: but if the 
Ground be never ſo good, if the Husbandman 
be deficient either in Skill or Care, then the pro- 
duct is neither ſo good in kind, nor ſo much in 
quantity: and if the Ground or Seed be not 
good, then all the dreſſing in the World will 
not do, but the Fruit will be either little, or 
poor and mean; and the agreeableneſs and 
equality of the Seaſons, as they are favourable 
Ind the contrary, and are well or ill choſen, 
mightily influence, and further or hinder the 
ducceſs, And as it is in the vegetable, ſo it is 
in the animal Kingdoms ; for nature goes n 
In a direct courſe, and every Thing and Crea- 
ture is better or worſe, and more or leſs beaus 
d, according to the goodneſs of hg Ground, 
1 | Q 4 Seed, 
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Seed, Seaſon and management of the Hyf. 
andman. Now the humane Seed or Ground 
re better or worſe according to the degrees of 
the Temperance and Intemperance of Father; 
and Mothers, and according to their skill in di. 
ſtinguiſhing the qualities and due quantities of 
their Foods and Drinks, their Cleanneſs, Apree. 
ableneſs, and the contrary, as alſo on the equz. 
lity or inequality of their diſpoſitions : for if 
their Inclinations and Powers ruling the Mind 
be good and. equal, and Temperance as to the 
quantity and quality of Foods be obſerved, and 
the Seed and Ground be proper and ſuitable: 
then the Fruit brought forth is large, ſtrong and 
beautiful; but where thoſe Qualifications are 
wanting in the Parents, then the Off- ſpring ar: 
not only leſs beautiful as to their Features and 
Statures, but are full of Diſtempers, and radi. 
cally inclin'd to Intemperance, Uncleannefs 
Unmercifulneſs, and the like violent Paſſions; 
for God's Laws are the ſame in one Creature as 
in another, and Nature is no reſpecter of Per. 
ſons: the humane Race is no more to her than 
that of inferiour Animals, or of the Vegetation, 
ſhe being equal and uniform in all her Methods 
And for the ſame Reaſon, when a Man con. 
ſiders the ill conduct and management of the 
humane Earth, Seed and Seaſons, then it wil 
appear no wonder that the humane Nature 15 at- 
rended with ſuch vaſt numbers of Diſeaſcs. And 
for certain, if they go on in the fame or like 
courſe of living, the number of Diſeaſes, and 
their malignity, will both increaſe the Bod, 
will dwindle, and be more and more deform, 
and the noble Image of the mind defac d; which 
Evils all Men in the- World deſire to avoid: and 


yet ſuch is their Blindneſs, that at the ſame time 
they purſue and procure them with great Pain 
ET EC ao dE and 
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and Diligence; for they never ſo much as once 
-onſider that Pleaſure and Pain dwell both ina 


prolong the pleaſures of the Senſes, but he muſt 
xMuredly at the ſame time purchaſe Pain, An- 
guiſh, Vexation and Trouble.

cepted ; which likewiſe is often ſo becloude, 
that many Dreams paſs away, and are in par 
or altogether forgotten, and but few are n.

Secondly, Men in Frenzies, Diſtractions, 
or ſuch as are Lunatick, in this Diſturbance 
and Confuſion of their Senſes, have an inviſible 
Power to make all their Imaginations real and 
eſſential to themſelves, whether it be Sorrow, 
Joy, Love, Hate, Pleaſure, or the contrary. 

Thirdly, Reflections of Glaſſes repreſent the 
Figures and Forms of all things as particula 
and real, as the very material Thing or Crea-

«nd all the intellectual Faculties of the inward 


ans 
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and outward Nature, are all compleat, and 
about their buſineſs: which ſeems a greater 
Myſtery or Wonder than either of the others ; 
but they are all three Brethren, and concurring 
Witneſſes, teſtifying the ſtrange and unaccoun- 
table power of Man's Soul, which by an in- 
trinſick, creating, 5 4 Energy, can thus 
imitate the Creator both from innate Principles 
and artificial Compoſitions; that is, repreſent 
and make ſomething where there is nothing, 
eren to that degree of Perfection, as to bound 
the compleateſt Judgment: but thoſe wonder- 
ful Repreſentations of things are not infinite, 
but limited within ſuch and ſuch Circles, even 
33 All the great Lights of Heaven and Earth 
are, each having certain Circumferences and 
Orbs wherein they move ; and herein they are 
exactly imitated by all the Children of the 
Earth and Elements. So that the ever-bleſſed 
Creator hath ſet Bounds to all his Works both 


any thing of Eternity, muſt firſt diſtinguiſh

of the internal Powers of God: for Time and 
Eternity are one and the ſame, and all the vi- 
lible Births are the Children of the inviſible 
Powers of the Creator: and therefore in 
Dreams, Frenzy and Reflexions, none ever 
ſaw, underſtood, or communicated with any 


he had ſeen, heard of, or communicated with, 
when he had the compleat uſe or perfection of 
his Senſes, and other qualifications of his Mind. 
But notwithſtanding that the magick Thoughts 
are thus bounded, yet they can advance and 
make appear a vaſt variety of Creatures and 
Things, Beauties or the comrary, every Mo- 


ment, 


in Time and Eternity: and he that would know 


Ideas, Forms, Figures, or Things, but what 
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ment, even as quick as Thought, and as yari. 
ous, and deſtroy them as ſoon, and again cre. 
ate new Ideas. And tho all be done by an 
inviſible, ſpiritual method, nevertheleſs all the 
things thought of and deſired by the Will, im. 
mediately appear in real ſubſtantial Forms and 
Bodies, according to the Models and Contri. 
vances of the Thought, Will, and Deir, 
and they come, go, paſs and repaſs, appear 
and diſappear, as quick as the Thoughts and 
Deſires, always keeping pace therewith : and 
in that manner the magick Powers create an 
infinite variety of wonderful Proſpects, beau. 
tiful Structures, Groves, Walks, Rivers, Fruits 
and whatever elſe is in the viſible corpore] 
World, and that too to a far greater degree of 
Perfection; as alſo Eating, Drinking, Art, 
Sciences, Trades, and all curious Employments 
and on the other ſide Horror, Trouble, Pain, 
Fear, Diſtempers, and the like; all which ap- 
, pear. as efſentially as any of the Beauties or 
Pleaſures aforemention'd, all according to the 
Principle wherein the free unbounded had en. 
ter d, whether it were into innocent Methods 
of Lie, or violent, Equality or Inequality. The 
dark Magick governs the ſelfiſh Sons of Op- 
preſſion, and the light Magick rules in the Sons 
of Innocency and Well-doing. Every Princi 
ple governs its own Children, whatever any 
one may think to the contrary ; and therefore 
molt People will find themſelves under a grand 
miſtake, when 'tis too late of the Day : for no- 
thing can move the great Powers of God's Love 
and Wrath, but what is ſuitable and correſpon- 
dent; that is, Inequality moves and enters into 
the Principles of Violence and Inequality, and 
all equal uniting Vertues operate in the ſame 
manner: the Good ſeek and rejoyce in Good 
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and the Evil in Evil. And thus it is both in 
Time and Eternity ; for Time, and all viſible 
Things, proceeded from Eternity ; and again, 
by certain Revolutions and Returns, ſink into 


the eternal Fountain, whence they were brought 


forth all, according to the ever-bleſſed Creator's 
eternal Laws. And therefore in the inviſible 


| Worlds, or Eternity, there is no reſpe& of 


Perſons, or Things, Cuſtoms, Opinions, or 
Circumſtances of Worſhip, no more than. a- 
mongſt the great Powers above, the Governors 
under the Creator of this lower World, who 
liſpenſe their Vertues, and diſpoſe of their fru- 
dikying dews in Equality. Has the Prince any 
natural Character or Power of Preſervation 
ſtampt upon him, more than any inferior Sub- 
ject? Do not the Elements preſerve or deſtro 

all alike, without any Reſpect to this or that ? 
Do not all Creatures act according to their Na- 
ture and Laws? And do not all ſorts of Ground 
bring forth Fruits according to their innate Ver- 
tues, and the contrary? And as there is nothing 
in this World but the two grand Fountains of 
Good and Evil, fo neither is there any thin 

elſe in Eternity: and therefore Jeſus Chriſt, the 
grand Fountain of eternal Love manifeſted in 
the humane Nature, ſpeaking figuratively of 
the internal World or laſt Judgment, ſaid, 295 
Sheep ſhould be ſer at the rigbtrhand. In which Say- 
ing he repreſented the internal World, the con- 
dition of things there at the Day of Judgment; 
by the Sheep meaning Innocency and the works 
of Mercy, Charity, Cleanneſs, and Tempe- 
rance: and by the Goats to be ſet at the lett- 
hand, Unmercifulneſs, Violence, Cruelty, 
Selfiſhneſs, Uncleanneſs and Intemperance , 
are to be underſtood. And do not all the great 


and amazing Wonders of created Beings bear 


witnel+ 
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witneſs and teſtifie this grand Truth, that th p. 
Creator is no Reſpecter of Perſons or Thing, I P. 
Of what Madneſs and Folly then are thoj. Ml jc 
Men guilty, who create ſuch Differences, au ar 
commit ſuch Cruelties for the propagating ad th 
upholding their ſundry Opinions in Religion Ml ce 
and the Worſhip and Service of God, wid in 
now-a-days are commonly made the PretenceMi ; 
for bringing about their wicked Deſires any 
ſelfiſh Deſigns ? Now if thoſe that are ſober} 
and religiouſly inclin d, would but duly pen. 
trate into and conſider ſeriouſly thoſe thing, 

they would be of another Judgment than why 
they are; for the Ways of God and of etermi 
Life are eaſie when known, diſtinguiſh'd, and 
underſtood, they being as unchangeable as tl; 
great governing Powers of this terreſtrial Worl 
are in their Influences, Riſings, Settings, Con. 
figurations, and Motions; on the Regularity 
Certainty, and exact Order whereof, the whole 
Frame of our ſublunary Habitation, and all the 
Beings therein, depend. Certainly, whoever 
duly conſiders this, muſt needs diſcern, that the 
various Opinions, Beliefs and Concluſions of 
Men, are miſtaken, narrow, poor, ſelfiſh No 
tions, and that the Lord is the God of unwer- 
{al Peace, Love, and eternal Unity. And who. 
ever enters into this univerſal Fountain of Lov: 
and Light, will be number d amongſt the inn of 
cent Sheep, and be ſet at the right-hand ; ani de 
they who by ſelfiſh Methods oppoſe the Un lit

Ideas: that is, they appear and are repreſented 
by their Figures and Idea's, in as great Perfe- 
ion as Glaſſes repreſent Bodies and Things. 
So that there is no Myſtery in Eternity, but 
what Nature and Art in great meaſure ſnew 
and repreſent: for Time and Eternity are one 
and the ſame; and whatſoever is in the won- 
derful Myſtery of Eternity, is manifeſt in Time; 
that is, in the viſible beings of this World, all 
viſible things having proceeded from the inviſible 


and therefore are the compleat Image or Like- 


neſs thereof. So that whatever is in Heaven, 
the ſame or its Likeneſs is on Earth ; for Ex- 
ample, the Apoſtle Peter tells us, that God is 
no reſpecter of Perſons; and does not the whole 
Creation teſtify the ſame? Are not the bleflings 
of the Elements, and of all the Governors un- 
der the bleſſed Creator ſhower'd down in equa- 
lity. So that whatever Myſtery lays as it were 
hid in the inviſible World, is manifeſted in the 
viſible things of the Creation; but it is hid from 
the Wicked, becauſe they have blinded the 
Eyes of their Minds, through Wrath, Violence, 
and Oppreſſion, whereby they are led Captives 
by wicked Cuſtoms, into the circle of Dark- 
neſs ; the diſtinguiſhing Power of the *

the Aſcendant in their Hearts, from whence 
like Works are produced, the Figures and Idea;

The learned Men likewiſe will appear plain.

But tho on Earth here 
are a great number of various oppoſite Opini- 
ons; yet in eternity they will all be ranged in- 
to two ſorts, Sheep or Goats, and by the eter-

template the Ecchoing Laws of Heaven, and 


of the Earth; conſider, meditate, and logk 
about thee, and ſee whether thou. canſt find 
any Examples, Laws, or Preſidents, for theſe 


Practices of Violence; alſo obſerve this great 


and important Truth, viz. That to oppreſs and 

violate the Peace and Well-being of the Inno- 
cent, is a great Evil, they having no Lays 
made in their Favour, nor Advocates to plead 
their juſt Cauſes, nor no Friends to aſſiſt or to 
protect them from Hounds and Hunters, nor 
from the bloody Knife of the Butcher ; and 
this Evil is augmented in that their Creator has 
hid from them their natural Strength and Ahj- 
lities, as is before hinted ; all which makes the 
Sin the blacker: for doſt thou think or be- 
lieve, O thou ignorant blind Creature, that 
the ever-blefled Creator, Father and equal 
Preſerver of the World, and all the variety of 
Creatures therein, did hide or diſarm them of 
the knowledge of their innate Powers and na- 
tural Strength and Abilities, both of their Bo- 
dies and Minds, that thereby they might be 
ſubjected to thy wrathful, violent, oppreſſive 
Hands and cruel Inclinations? No, no, the 
ever-bleſſed Creator and Univerſal Preſerve: 


of all his Works, did not, nor could not Act fo 


diametrically oppoſite ro himſelf, and to al 


the known Powers and Laws of Uniformity: 


ſuch tyrannical Methods and Diſorders can 


have no Being in him: He is the original Au- 
thor of Order, Number, Weight and Mex- 
ſure, from whence Love, Charity, Tempe- 
rance. 
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tance, Cleanneſs, Humility, Meekneſs and 
Submiſſion flows, and takes it firſt Birth; and 
all his Laws are like himſelf; that is, equal and 
preſerving , ſo that it is as clear as the illumi- 
nated and illuſtrious Eye of the World , when 
in the Meridian, viz. That what the ever- 
bleſſed Father of all Beings intended for the 
Service and Benefit of Mankind, and for his 
Help and Preſervation, he by his wicked, falſe, 
dark, violent, magick , inchanting Powers, 
has turned into the higheſt Evil; and that in-

look like the Image of the Immenſe Creator, 
and preſerving Powers of the Almighty Being 
of Beings, the Governor of all Sublunar: 
Creatures. Is this thy imitating the Laws, 
Orders, Numbers, Weights and Meaſures of 
thy Creator, and his illuminating Holy Powers? 
No, no, thou ſacrificeſt all to thy ſelfiſh Luſts,

become by violent, ſelfiſh Inventiors, that he 
neither knows the wonderful expanded Heaven, 
nor their Powers, without himſelf, nor within, 
where all that the Heart of Man can deſire 9 
that can make him eternally happy, is incloſed; 
but he cannot ſee nor find out the right Key by

call and eſteem it; becauſe the trade of killing 
is only incircled in them, and none can be 
Butchers of Men but themſelves : for they com- 
mand the ewo-legged Hounds, and therefore 
che Hunters of Men are the moſt honourable, be- 
cauſe the Commands proceed from the Superi- 
ors; but every one can be Hunters and Butchers 
of the inferior Creatures, and cherefore they 
are but of low eſteem, and diſregarded in com- 
pariſon of the former ; but this Employment of 
tyrannizing or hunting the Creatures, comes in

Beafts : but on the other ſide, thoſe they call 
Anglers, that fiſh for pleaſure, and make a Sport 
and Diverſion of killing the Fiſh, they arc 
eſteemed Gentlemen and their fiſhing Trade is 
far more Genceel : So that it is moſt clear and 
apparent, chat there are no Sciences, Arts, Trades, 
Mor Employments, ſo highly celebrated and 
eſteemed, ſo noble and gemeel, as the ris 

2 Arts 
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Arts of Cruelty, of which the killing and tyran- 
nizing over Men, hath the firſt place, and all 
the others follow in order according to the de. 
grees of the Creatures they hurry and tyrannize 


over; all which violent inclinations, ariſe and 


proceed from the dark Powers of groſs Igno- 
rance in the Mind of Man: and though this be 
fo apparent, nevertheleſs no Man, neither thoſe 
of the religious Orders, Philoſophers or Phyſi- 
cians ever ſo much 4s take it in their conſide- 
rations; and therefore all goes on in thoſe mof[- 
trooping Cruelties and Oppreſſions, without ad. 
moniſhing : So that Men of all Ranks are dead 
to all that is good and uniform, but quick at 
what is evil. Now theſe Things being ſedately 
conſidered and meditated in the quiet ſilen 
Powers of the Mind and their Complexions, or 
Signatures diſtinguiſhed : Pray tell us then from 
what Principles do theſe forementioned Me- 
thods and bloody Inclinations proceed? Dare 
any Perſon deny, that they ariſe and take their 
original Birth from the envious, proud, ſpigbt- 
ful, violent Powers, and divided Properties of 
Nature, which ſtart and boyl up in the hu— 
mane Mind in a ſtorming, tempeſtuous, hoſtile 
Way and Method, without either Order, Num- 
ber, Weight, Meaſure, or being under any 
commanding Power? but each Quality or Pro- 
perty riſes up tumultuouſly and turbulently ; 
and for the fame reaſon all Men that have let

pounded. Now this being clear and manifeſt, 
then ſo long as Mankind continues in thoſe vo- 
racious cruel practices of Lite, he cannot hope 
that all his Prayers, empty Thoughts, Wiſhes 
and Deſires, can ever retrieve, help or give 
him either health of Body or ſatisfaction of 
Mind: for every one ought to conſider, and ſe-

The truth of this is clear, and as manifeſt, as 
the illuminating exalted Beams of the Sun when 
in the Meridian; for let us meditate and look

Minutes, Hours, 
Days and Months? and hath not every particu- 
lar Animal a differing Order, Number and Mea- 
ſure, according to its Nature and kind, and the 
young Children or Off-ſpring , of each fort or 
kind never fail to follow the Orders, Numbers 
and Laws of their Fathers and Mothers, and 
that by an innate Diſpoſition and tractable In- 
ſtruction, without either Tutors or Maſters to 
inſtruct them? and theſe wonders are not per- 
tormed for ten or twenty Years only, but for 
ever: There is no ſuch thing as forgetfulneſs in

We 
could give many pregnant Examples, but this 
is ſo well known that it is needleſs: the like 
wonderful Order, there is obſerved in the me- 
tallick or mineral Kingdoms, alſo in all Stones 
that grow in, and inhabit the dark earthy 
Globe, though they are not ſo manifeſt to Man 
az the former, nor ſo well underſtood, there 
being no ſuch practical and familiar Communi- 
cation. | 

O Man! therefore let us again ſeriouſly me- 
ditate, and with a ſilent Paufe of Conſiderati- 
on, penetrate into the inſide of thoſe amazing 
and wonderful Things ; and then we ſhall ſeg 
that all this, and much more is performed by 
the commanding, ſpiritual, inſpoken holy 
Word, and eternal Power and Precepts of the 
immenſe Creator and Preſerver of all Order; 
are not all the Elements bounded ? can the great 
Powers of the watry, fiery, earthy and airy 
Worlds, break through the Numbers, Weights 
or Meaſures ? No, {ſurely they are firmly knit 
together by the ſtrong Power, Chains, and in- 
ternal commanding Voice of Number and Mea-

and when he directs them to things belong- 
ing to the earthy Globe, which ſhade and 
eclipſe the Splendor of their Rays; but turn- 


ing them towards the heavenly original Eyes 


or illuminating Powers, they are advanced 
and magnified ; that thereby Man can pene- 
trate the vaſt expanded Circles of the He- 
miſphere, and ſee ſo many Millions of Miles : 
For the Eyes of all the earthy Creatures are 
the Off-ſpring and Children of the great Lu- 
minary the Sun; and therefore every ſmall in- 
conſiderable Eye can by a concatenative Power, 
penetrate all the heavenly Circumferences or 
Orbs ; for the exalted Power and princely 
Light, the Sun, by his Rays and glorious Beams 
pierce from Center to Center, that is, ſhines 
in and through all the vaſt expanded Circles of 


Heaven and Earth, there being no height nor 


depth, no expanded airy Plains, too large for 
this ſhining Power to reach and penetrate in- 
to; ſo that this glorious enlightening Power 
ſhines in and through the whole fathomleſs 
Source of wonderful Beings; nothing but the 
Globe of Earth hides thoſe glorious Beams of 


Light; for all ſhady, dark, turbulent Powers 


are incircled near the Earth, which is occaſi- 
oned by its heavy, dark, turning, wheeling 
Power. The Element of the Fire is agitated, 
and ſometimes too violently awakened by the 
ſtrange, and as it were unaccountable Motions 
of this ponderous Body the Earth, in whoſe 
rapid Power and Motions, frequently ariſes 
-arious obſtructing matter, of a hoſtile con- 
1 | ; fronting 
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fronting Nature in the Elements, all very near 


the Surface of the Earth and Water, which fre- 
quently uſhers in great Inequalities and Oppo- 
ſitions between the Terrene Powers, and thence 
proceeds the Variation of the Wind, and the 
Changes and Re- changes thereof, which is 
ſtronger and weaker, according to the equal 
or unequal Operations and Motions of the Ele- 
ment of Fire, which Element is the powerful 
Life of the Air, and the Air is again the Life 
of the Fire; and therefore as thoſe two great 
Elements are more or leſs agitated or moved, 
either gently or more violently in the great 
turning Wheel of the earthy Circle or Globe, 
the Element of Air becomes more or leſs | 
friendly, or tempeſtuous, and the ſwift whirling, } 
turning Power of the Air is in proportion; and | 
if theſe two Elements are fierce and turbulent, | 
then they immediately ſeek out and ſtir up the | 
moiſt Powers of Nature, viz. the Element of | 
Water, whereof the two forementioned Ele- 
ments drink freely, and exhauſt, which quick- | 
ly ſatisfies their fiery, boiſterous Ardours; from | 
whence ariſe and proceed greater or leſſer 


Rains, Floods and Inundations, all according 


to the degree of the Agitation of Fire and Air; 
which diſturbing, fiery, windy, rainy, dark, 


black Operations, hardly mount up or extend 
themſelves more than 15 or 20 Miles in height 


from the Globe of the Earth, fo that it is as | 


clear as the Sun at Noon-day , that all the vio- 
lent Operations of the groſs Elements are near 
the cold, dark, benumbed Earth; and not elſe- 


where; the vaſt expanded Circles of the 


princely Potentates and heavenly Governors, 
are all clear, glaſſy, ſerene, luminous and ſe- 
date, all being carried on and managed by 3 
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act Motions, Numbers, Weights and Meaſures, 
the Inhabitants and Subjects of thoſe Chryſtal- 
line Circumferences are conftantly in their

but glorious Splendors, and viſible preſerving, | 
enlivening and inſpiring Powers; and there- | 
fore the Obſervation and Imitation thereof is | 
the chief Good, Content, and the true Enjoy- | 
ment of the Mind; for whereſoever Equality 
dwells-, there Concord ſtarts up as an aſſiſting 
Power and holy Vertue: and on the other ſide, 


whereſoever Inequality governs , Diſcord ne- 


ver fails of ſitting at the left Hand, and there- | 
fore Envy, Pride, ſelfiſh Intreagues, Violence, 
Fierceneſs, Covetouſneſs and Oppreſſion, are 


generated and hatched in the dark, gloomy, 
ſtinking, humane Cells; and not in, nor amongſt 
any other Sublunary or Colettial Creatures: 


For, as we ive hinted before, all theſe upper | 


beautiful Chambers of Heaven and their Gc- 
vernments, ate quiet, calm, luminous and equal,

four great Worlds, called Elements, and the 
numerous Beings and Creatures of the three 
grand Kingdoms of Animals, Vegetations,

Principles, and lay laſting, correſponding, a-

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ny excellent Things in Sciences, Arts and in- 
numerable Trades; and all this while not per- 
form any thing of value for thy own Preſerva- 
tion, nor for the honour of our bleſſed- Creator, 
but altogether the contrary. Is it not a Wonder 
that hath its Birth from the divided dark, ma- 
gick Powers, viz, that Mankind ſhould exer- 
ciſe and daily and yearly practiſe ſo many 


things, in all which he conſtantly obſerves cer- 


tain Methods of Order, Number, Weight and 
Meaſure, and without which he cannot act any 
thing either of value or excellengy, and yet ne- 
ver fo much as once to think of obſerving any 
Order, or regular Method in his own Govern- 
ment, and how he might find out the inſide 
Beauties, and wonderful Furniture the Creator 
hath planted in him? No he never propoſes 
any proper Methods ſo to do, and the grand 
occation thereof, is that whenſoever he goes 
About and contrives to make Laws and eitabliſh 
Governments, he looks abioad and ſeeks tor fo- 
reign Principles, and always the Maſter-Coun- 
ſellors and chief Workmen, are thoſe Gentle- 
men called Self-hood, Pride and Violence, who 
never conſider the univerſal good of the whole, 
but what may ſuit their own particular felffh 
deſigning ends and purpoſes: Order, Number, 
Weight and Meaſure are not of their Contede- 
racy, nor for their Intereſt ; for if their Build- 
ings ſtand until they have acconpliſhed their 
baſe Deſires and Ends, they mind and conſider 
no further, though whole Nacions periſh and 
tink into confuſion; but contrary to theſe Gen- 
tlemens Methods, all Men of Science and Arts; 
act and practiſe, that is, when they begin any 
piece of Work or go on any enterprize, they 
never fail firſt to conſider the natural Powe; and 
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Energy of Proportion and correſponding, Prin- 
Ciples ; all which Models, Figures and Plat- 
forms ariſe and proceed from their intellectuals 
or inſides, as we have hinted in our foregoing, 
and from thence ariſe Number, Weight and 
Meaſure, which are not only the firſt Princi- 
ples of all Sciences and Arts, but the ſupport, 
Beauty and Fortification thereof; ſo that Man 
hath in all ages of the World peeped into him- 
felf and rouzed vp all the hidden fecret Prinei- 
les and Powers, and called them to his aid to 
2autihe and advance all outward Things, that 
might be an advantage to him, as to outward

noble illuminated Gifts, and ſplendid Beauties 


he was endued with, and made to live in, 
which defending, fortifying Guardians and pre- 


ſerving Qualifications, of Number, Weight and 


Meaſure , he hath by Fraud and Violence ſtrip- 


ped himſelf of: So that he is beſet on all ſid es 
with turbulent Companions, who continually 
expoſe him to all the Vexations and Uncertain- 
ties imaginable, both in their Healchs, in their 
Minds, and in all their Affairs and Actions of 
Life ; all their Negotiations are troubled with 
contrary Winds, and tempeſtuous ſtormy Pow- 
ers of Fortune and Chance, which tyrannize 
over, and oppreſs all Mankind, and load them 
with one ſort of Diſcontent or another, which 
two oppreſſive Properties have taken their ori- 
ginal Birth from ſelf-deſigning Contentions, 
Pride, Covetuouſneſs, and the exorbitant De- 
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fires of Government ; Diſcord and Diſunity be. 
ing Fortunes right-hand Counſellors, and there. 
fore thoſe two evil Qualities dwell only amongſt 
Men, and are ſheltered 2nd protected only on 
the gloomy Globe, where the little noiſy, na- 
ked, two-legged Creeper hath the Govern- 
ment, and according to the Degrees of the Ty- 
ranny and Oppreſſions of the Prince that go- 
verns, and the Proſperity and Adverſity he 
meets with, ſo are the Fortunes and Misfor- 
tunes of his People and neighbouring Nations, 
from whence ariſe and proceed the various de- 
grees of Honour and Greatneſs in the World, 
3s is moſt evident. Does it not often happen 
that a poor, naked, raſh, vain, drunken, in- 
temperate, fwearing, Toon As, cruel, ly- 
ing, plundering, fmoaking Son of Violence by 
Blood and Manſlaughter, advances himſelf to 
Honour and Greatneſs, which Qualifications 
render him fit for a Governor of a Province ? 
but note, that this fortunate Gentleman all his 
Honours have originally proceeded from the 
Misfortunes and Miſeries of many Thouſands, 
vid. one great Number are cut to pieces and 
bloodily murthered by wholeſale, another Num- 
ber are wounded and diſmembred, another taken 
Priſoners, half ſtarved and die in loathſome Pri- 
ſons, another are poor, miſerable, wanting, de- 
folate, ignorant, fierce, cruel, invading Sons of 


Violence and Oppreffion , like Bear-Garden | 


Dogs, that fall on at the command of their Ma- 
{ters, being ſubjected to all manner of Fierceneſs 
And Rapine. Alſo another great number are 
made more or leſs fortunate or unfortunate, by 
great Impoſts, Taxes and plundering at Land 
and Sca: fo that it is moſt clear and manifeſt 
that this Method of advancing a few to great 

Honour 
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Honour and Dignity as they term it, at the ſame 
time makes the greateſt Number of Men moſt 
miſerable; therefore it is a melancholy Conſi- 
deration and a perplexing Meditation, when 
theſe things are looked into with a diſtinguiſh- . 
ing Eye of Underſtanding, to behold and ſee the 
great Miſeries of the various Kinds of the lower 
Degrees of Men, and then to view the great 
Luxuries of the nobler ſort ; the difference is 
ſtrange and unaccountable, that a few ſhould 
wallow in the Mire of all Exceſs of Intempe- 
rance, Pride, Covetouſneſs and Violence, 
whilſt the greateſt number of their fellow Ani- 
mals, labour under a thouſand Calamities and 
live in great diſtreſs both of Mind and Body, all 
which Chances, Fortunes and Misfortunes, a- 
riſe and take their Birth from the grand in- 
cendiaries and black Powers of Inequality, 
which render all Governments uneaſy, oppreſ- 
five and violent; the Foundation Principles there- — 0 
of proceed from helliſn, divided, fierce, invading, 1 
ſelfiſh, deſigning Qualifications, which diametri- . 
cally contradict all the uniformity of Nature, and 
Laws of our ever: bleſſed Creator, both in the =— 
Heavens and the Earth, and likewiſe oppoſe ail | 
the illuminating, creating and preſerving grand | 
Powers and Charter of the Lord; and it is for i 
the ſame Reaſon that whenſoever a few in any Mt 
Government arrive and are advanced to great 
Honours and become the Heroes of their Age, 
it is at the colt of the Properties and Liberties - 
of many Thouſands ; ſo that the happy Chances 
of a ſmall number makes a greater unfortunate — 
and miſerable, the like is to be underſtood in all | 
domeſtick Affairs, and in the Negotiations of | 
Trade; which always follow the Steps and In- 
qualities of the Superior Governments; for all 
| | Got the 
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the inferior Correſpondencies muſt bow and be 
in ſome degree conformable to the Head-fprings, 
ſo that there muſt be a thopſand moiling, work- 
ing, induſtrious Slaves to make one or two Men 
rich; and the grand Cauſe of this is Mens op- 
poſite Motions and Actions to the laws of our 
ever-blefled Creator, which are all endued with 
an eternal Equality as is clearly ſeen and de- 
monſtrated by all the grand Governors of the 


Celeſtial Worlds, and the vaſt Numbers of the | 


under-graduated Animals, Vegetables, Stones, 
Farths and Minerals, whoſe Varieties are be- 
yond all humane Numeration. Which tho' they 


{o mightily differ in their degrees of Govern- 


ment, Beauty, Glory and Splendor, yet the 
higheſt graduated , illuminated Powers and 
Governors, as ſtrictly and exactly) obey the 
Laws of their Creator and with as much meek- 
neſs. Humility and Submiſſion tranſact ailtheir 


Affairs in an ecchoing, correſponding Me- 
thod of Equality, even as the meaneſt Subject; 


each diftributing their Gifts and Graces -with- 
out Partiality or Reſpect of Things or Perſons ; 
and therefore every Creature and Thing that 
is Within the Circumference or Bounds of their 
Orbs, Circles, Countries and Governments 
are equally regarded, and furniſhed with all 
needful and neceſſary Conveniencies : and the 
meaneſt and loweſt are thereby as compleat, 
beautiful and happy in themſelves, as the mot 
exalted, Fortune and Chance have no Place or 
Being amongſt thoſe equal and univerſal eccho- 
ing Powers; becauſe their Governments are 
eftabliſhed by the great Charter of the bleſſed 
Maker, and equal Preſerver of all his Children 
both of the Heayens and of the Earth; viz. by 
the grand and fplendid Rules of Number, 
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Weight and Meaſure, which three mighty 
Powers and Governors of all wonderful Beings 
are the Foundation and Original of Concord 
and Unity; and the firſt Principles of all Beau- 


ty, Proportion, and agreeing, ornamental Ver- 


tues: and therefore none of the greater not 
leſſer Governors and Subjects of Heaven, nor 
of the Earth, nor amongſt any of the Law- 
keepers, are honoured and preferred to great 
Dignities for their noble Feats of Arms, nor 
for their Oppreſſions and Violences, nor for 
their Murdering and Killing thoſe of their own 
Kind, and Plundering and Burning of Cities 
and Towns ; killing the Grey-bearded , and 
carrying away Captive the Young , nor for 
ſtarving thouſands whilſt their Governors and 
great Men wallow in Drunkenneſs and Glut- 


tony; neither do the heavenly Governors pro- 


miſe great Honours and Rewards to thoſe that 
can by Snares, Stratagems and Force of Arms, 
kill thouſands of their neighbouring Nations , 
and carry away the reſt Captives, making them 
Slaves during Life. No, no, the Governments 
of the Ccoleſtial illuminated Regions are not 
guilty of thoſe cruel Inequalities and ravenous 
Outrages; and for the ſame cauſe Fortune, 
nor the violent, unequal Gentleman, called 


Chance, hath nothing to do there; their Birth 


and Family belongs to the earthy, dark, une- 
qual Governments of Men, there being no Pre- 
ſidents nor Examples amongſt the numerous 


Governors nor Subjects of the Heavens, nor of 
the Earth, excepting thoſe poor, naked, for- 


aorn Creatures, called Men, of whom, more 
eſpecially of the thundering Sons of the violent 
Powers, there are not above Fifty in a Thou- 
land that arrive, or are adyanced to Grandure, 
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the greateſt numbers being expoſed to hard 
Travelling, Sickneſs, Cold, Hunger, poor 


Quarters, earthy Beds; and their Sleep is both | 


uncertain and uneaſy, their Cares and Heads 
being continually bored through, and filled 
with the dolorous Sounds of ratling Drums, 
armed Men, and noiſy horrid Swearing, neigh- 
ing of Horſes, and untuned Sounds of Trum- 
pets, being ſurrounded with Alarms, and a 
thouſand dreadful Conſternations. Words are 
inſufficient to expreſs the great number and 
variety of Calamities that humane Butchers are 
obliged to undergo, to lye in the cold, frozen 


Bed of grinning Honour, that is, to be cut to 


Pieces alive, or to dye with Hunger, Cold, 
and Drowth, and then to be thrown into a 
Ditch like a Dog, to be torn to Pieces by the 
Beaſts of Prey; beſides, if any one of a hun- 
dred of thoſe butchering Powers have any pre- 
ferment, it is by the misfortune and unhappy 
Chance of many others; and he is allo ſure the 
arſt Day co enter into various Additions of 
Troubles, Perplezities, Cares and Vexations; 
for before he had but one rapacious , home- 
bred Lyon to govern, but now he hath not 


only his own Beaſt, but many foreign ones 


too, viz. his Auxiliaries ; ſo that the higher 
their Preferments are , the greater number 
of unruly , turbulent Powers incircle them. 
The lite is to be underſtood of all other Ad- 
vancements, either Riches or Honours, they 
all prove heavy and burthenſorne, as moſt or all 
Experience. Each Perfon's returns having a na- 
tural Correſpondence with the firſt Foundati- 
on-Princivles ; for the beginning never fails 
ro find the end, and therefore Diſorder begets 
+01 encreafeth Diforder, and Insquality does

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the like; for the neceflities and wants of all 

Sublime and Terreſtrial Creatures are equal, as 

e from an equal Fountain or Maker,

and therefore the heavenly Principalities, and 
inſpired Governors of the Ccœleſtial Lumina- 
ries, always act in Conformity to the firſt 
Mover and ever: bleſſed Creator, that is, they 


diſpoſe and diſtribute their Gifts, and ſweet, 


fructify ing, influential Vertues, and bedewing 
Powers with equality, which is the eternal 
Chain and golden Band, that umites all thoſe 
wonderful, amazing, youthful, noble, and moſt 
beautiful, illuminated, ſerene Principalities, 
into an ecchoing, ſweet Correſpondency : The 
like is to be underſtood of the Law-breaker or 
delinquent Man ; for his wants are all equal 


as to the Accomodations of Life; and it any 


Perſon thinks that he can by having an abun- 
dance add to his Pleaſure, and delight Nature 
with foreign Aids by having great Riches, 
then immediately ſhe is intruded on, and in- 
ſtead of the promiſed Pleaſures, comes in Sick- 


neſs, Diſeaſes and Pain, which are the natural 


Fruit and Effects of loading Nature with things 
that are not wanting; and for the ſame cauſe 
Riches, or great Store of the Goods and Mate- 
rials of this World, very rarely give or furniſh 
Mankind with thoſe Delights and Pleaſures 
they promiſed themſelves, in the acquiringeof 
them; for all Additions that are in any degree 
more than the Neceſſities and true Supports of 
innocent Nature, for ever prove diſtaſtful and 


burthenfome. No Man can practiſe any de- 


gree of Inequality, but he will be made ſenſi- 


ble thereof if his Talent of Ignorance be not 


00 groſs: Intemperance and Diſorder in per- 
:icular Perſons are great Evils, but much more 
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in great Men and Governors; for if the head 
Spring and Fountain be foul, how is it poſſi- 
ble for the ſmaller Pipes to be free from Ob- 
ſtruction? For Note, where Order, Number, 
Weight and Meaſure are wanting, which are 
the Foundation- principles in all Things and 


| Beings, both in the Heavens and in the Earth; 
there ariſes nothing but uncertainty; all is 


done and brought to paſs, as it were, by 
chance, ſometimes better, and ſometimes 
worſe, from whence proceed Mens Fortunes or 
Misfortunes, in getting more or leſs in Em- 


ployments, Arts and Trades, and alſo in all 


other things; for ſince Mankind hath broken 


the Laws and Orders of Heaven, and derided ' 
all thofe glorious Prefidents, Examples and un- 
deniable Patterns, he is become a violent Pra- | 
ctiſer of all Diſorders, and toſſed to and fro, | 
like a Ship without a Guide or Steefſman, ſub- | 
jected to the Rages of the roaring , tempeſtu- | 
ous Seas, and if ſhe arrive at the Port of Safe- | 
ty, it is by chance. Alſo, it is further to be | 


noted, That every Art, Trade or Employ- 


ment , as the Principles thereof are further | 


from, or near to Order, Number, Weight 
and Meaſure ; the Scholars are thereby influ- 
enced, and made better or worſe , more equal 
or unequal; and for the ſame cauſe, thoſe that 
would train up their Children in Innocency, 
let them put them to clean harmlefs Trades 
and Employments, as we have given Directi- 
ons in our Letters, and their Sons ſhall be fure 
to have the Chance and Fortune of ſaid inno- 
cent Trades and Arts; but ſuch as would have 
their Children fortunate in Violence , let them 
be trained up in proportionable Employ- 
ments; as ſuppoſe they would have them bold, 


ſurly, 
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ſurly, cruel, fierce, invading, and of thun- " 
dering, ravenous Tempets and Qualifications, i” 
chen To them be Soldiers, Butchers, Horſe- — 
Courſers, Carr-Men, and ſuch as deal in the " 
dead Bodies of Animals, or to other hard, bl 
dirty, flaviſh Employments, by which each | 
Perſon ſhall be more or leſs dignified, not only 
with the Qualifications , Inclinations, and all 
the ſturdy, harſh, fierce, unclean, oppreſſive, 
violent, robuſt, ſurly Diſpoſitions of faid Em- 
ployments, but ſhall alſo have, and be endued 
with the Fate, Fortune and Chance of that 
Trade or Buſineſs; and though ſome few of 
them obtain more than ordinary Talents of 
Riches, nevertheleſs they are not made there- 
by the more Fortunate or Happy, but rather 
the contrary ; for the Truth of Experience tells 
us, That a Prince is not more Fortunate or 
Happy than his Grad Officers, nor he more 
Happy thin his Colonel, nor the Colonel

than his Captains, nor the Captains than the 0

the Common, Soldiers: the like is to be under i 
ſtood in all other Societies, Trades, Employ- bl. 


ments and Sciences of Men; for the higher any 
Perſon is advanced or graduated, either in 
publick or private Buſineſs or Employments , | 
the greater Vexations and Evils incircle him: } 
So that all Conditions of Life in proportion to | { 
their Energy and Quality, entail certain In- 1 
conveniencies, for Diſorder, Pride, Selfiſhneſs, | 
Envy, and deſigning Deſires of being great; 1 
let it be in what it will, never fail to Peſter 
every one according to his degrees, with pro- 
portionable Troubles and unſcen Accidents; fo 
that it is moſt certain, that where there is not | 
Wiſdem, Underſtanding, and a diſtinguiſhing | 
: D | Knowledge | 
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Knowledge of the original Signature of the 
Equality, Orders, Numbers, Weights and Mea- 
ſures of the Laws of the ever-bleſſed Creator, 
in the Heavens, and upon the Earth , which 
are the living Powers, and maniteſt Examples 
and Preſidents for Men to obſerve and obey, 


All Governments that are void or empty of 


theſe fundamentals and firſt Principles , though 
their Societies be never ſo plauſible, and their 
Pretences ever ſo honeſt; nevertheleſs, all ſuch 
Superſtructure or Buildings muſt tumble, and 
quickly ſink into Confuſion ; and conſequently 
all the Perſons ſo acting, muſt of neceſſity be- 


come in one degree or other unfortunate ; for 
no Man, nor other Thing can with all the 


rhetorical Arts, in the World be a true Builder, 
or be Fortunate or Happy, where Order, Num- 
ber, Weight and Meaſure is wanting; what- 
foever ſome ignorant People may imagine to 
the contrary. For thoſe that have the Chance 
to be Great, Rich, or Honourable, are pre- 
ſently encircled with a new Neighbourbond, 
difficult to be ſupported ; for preſently ſtarts up 


the Gentlemen, called Pride, - Selt-conceit, | 


good Efteem of themſelves, Covetouſneſs, Do- 
mineering, Violence, Oppreſſiot, Hardheart- 
edneſs, Uncleanneſs, Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, 


Boldneſs, and ſurly Carriage; theſe are the 


left-hand Auxiliaries, that arc the waiting 
Gentlemen of rich and honourable Perfons ; 
Alſo there are another Company of Sparks wai— 
ting at the right Hand, viz. fawning Ad- 
dreſſes, Compliments , crying We are your 
humble Servants, when at che fame time they 
intend rather to do them hurt than good , be- 
ing ready at all times to give fair Words and 
Promiſes , but never perform them, except it 


be 
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be for their own Intereſt ; theſe and the like 
are the Officers, and inſulting, turbulent, un- 
equal, invading Properties and Qualifications , 


that attend the Fortunate or Rich. Alſo, it is 


further to be noted, That theſe great Men 
have another oppoſite Power or Quality, that 
whenſoever they are a little ſtill, or at leiſure, 
frequently ſtarts up in their Minds, when they 


awake from Sleep, viz. the ſilent, ſweet, ſoft 
Voice of Wiſdom, called by many the Conſci- 


ence-, which endeavours to ſhew them the 
Evil and Vanity of their Methods of Life, 
and of their wicked Counſellors, which proves 
no {ſmall Addition of Trouble; for Difcord 
and Inequality are ſevere Powers, and where 


they Reign, it will be too hard a Task for 


either a publick or private Perſon to go- 
vern as they ought; for the Foundation- 
principles will not admit of it, nor to di- 
{poſe of their Gifts, as becomes juſt and faith- 


ful Stewards ; For if the Governors, and fortu- 


nate rich Men of the World, were obliged to 


Adminiſter as they ought, and the Rich to di- 


{poſe of their Riches to good Purpoſes, and 
to the bencfit of their needy Neighbours, there 
would be but few that would deſire, or take 
lo much Tormoil and Pains to procure great 


heaps: There 1s alſo another black Train or 


Grard that never fails to wait at the Gates of 


great and rich Men, which are a numerous 
Tribe of inward cruel, invading, cutting Ene- | 
mies, viz. Diſeaſes, which theſe great Men 


have procured by their Intemperances ; for 
neither Money nor armed Men can defend the 
intemperate from the fierce, invading , rend- 
ding, pinching , racking, ſevere Pains, and 
violent Strokes of the Stone, Gravel, Colick, 


Gout , Small and Great Pox, Dead Palſies, 


Convulſions, 
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Convulſions, violent Deaths, immature Deaths 
of Children, and many other mangy and le- 
prous Diſeaſes ; and after theſe great, bluſt- 
ring, turbulent, earthy, naked Powers, called 
Men, have done all the Evils and Wickedneſs 
they can, and killed their humane Kind by 
wholeſale, as Butchers do Sheep and Oxen, 
and oppreſſed others, they are compelled to 
bow down their lofty Heads and bloody aſpi. 
ring Minds, with aching, ſighing, groaning 
Hearts and troubled Intellects to their Pillows; 
and cover themſelves over in the heavy, cold, 
dark, earthy Cells, and joyn their pampered, 
diſeaſed Bodies to obdurate , frozen Tomb- 
ſtones, and dye alone, along ſuch a great 
Man be Commander over Milli 


with half the Treaſure of this World. 


It is likewiſe further to be conſidered, That 
few or none, neither Princes, great fior rich | 
Men, ever arrive or are advanced to Greatneſs, | 
without having their Hands and Hearts pollu- | 
ted, with committing ſome Injuſtice, Oppreſ- 
ſion or Violence, either to Men or Beaſts, or 
to both, and for the ſame reaſon all ſuch Per- 
ſons entail many Troubles and Vexations on 
themſelves and Poſterity, all unequal Methods 
with a ſecret Energy advancing diſorder. For 
as we have hinted in our foregoing, the begin- 
ning never faileth to find the end, that is, ſuch | 
Foundations each thing is built on, whether 
Order or Diſorder, ſuch are the Sequels and | 


Effects: This is the reaſon that there are ſo 
ſew great, rich, and honourable Perſonages in 
the World, that have a Deſire or Inclination to 
do any eminent Good, either for the publick 


or private Preſervation of Mankind, for the 


Stock and Root being founded on unequal 


Principles, 


| ions of armed | 
Sons of Thunder and Violence, and poſſeſſed 
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Principles , All the Branches and Fruits are for 


ever the ſame, and operate and bud forth by 


an innate and concatenative Power of agree- 
ing Qualities of Diſorder ; and therefore moſt 
or all ſuch great Men, uſe all poflible means 
chat their Poſterity may maintain and keep up 
the ſame Government and Methods, as them- 
ſelves have done; and it is frequent for great 
and rich Men that have no Children, to give 
their Eſtates to their Equals, or meerly for the 
fake of being of their Name, and never ſo 
much as think of doing any good Offices of 
Love and Charity, viz. to educate Children, 
or for the maintaining poor, old, wanting Peo- 
ple; and it is for the foregoing Reaſons, that 
there is ſo little real Good done in the World, 
for every like ſeeks out its likeneſs by an in- 
bred Diſpoſition, both in the Good, and in the 


Evil, for therein is its higheſt Contentment 


and Pleaſure ; alſo, there are a great number 
of Temptations continually ſurrounding great 
Men, viz. flattering Counſellors, and a thou- 
ſand fawning Addreſſes, each Perſon pretend- 
ing the good of his Prince, and of the Publick , 


but at the ſame time intends nothing more- 
than to gue his own baſe, deſigning , felfiſh 


Ends to paſs; and though thouſands are de- 
ſtroyed by their Advices, yet they matter not; 
allo theſe great Men whom the World call for- 
tunate , are beſet with another gloomy Guard 
of peſtiferous, poyſonous Enemies of the worſt 
kind, with the Gentlemen called Hope and 


Fear, Joy and Sorrow, from whence ariſe in 


me great powerful Faculties of the Imaginati- 
ons, a thouſand contradicting and contending 


Thoughts, which have no ecchoing or agree- 


ing Correſpondency with each other, which 
| are 
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are Fruits ind Branches that have taken their 


Birth from unequal- Principles; thefe internal 


Enemies continually ſtart up overcoming and 


ſubjecting the Heart and Soul to the Govern. 
ment of the dark, envious, ſpightful Powers 
which never fail to overwhelm the Soul in Sor- 
row); beſides all thoſe forementioned Enemies, 
great and rich Men have other cloſe and warm 
ones, that always ſtick as cloſe to them as the 
Skin to the Fleſh, wiz. that domineering, in- 
ſulting, enticing, inſnaring, deluding, over- 
coming, great, unclean Power and Governor 


over moſt Men, that have where withal to gra- 


tify their rapacious, exorbitant, paunch and 
wicked Appetite, called Intemperance, which 
is an inward Enemy; and few there are that 
are endued with ſo much Fortitude to avoid her | 
inchanting, charming Powers, excepting that 
ragged Gentleman, called Neceflity and Po- | 
verty ; it being a hard Task for any great Per- 


ſon to be Temperate where full Tables and 


Plenty of the fineſt and moſt delicious Foods | 
are conſtantly provided, with preſſing Invita- | 
tions and over-flowing Glaſſes of the beſt and 
moſt cordial Drinks, which are ſecret inſulting | 
Enemies, and give the deepeſt and moſt incu- 
rable Wounds. Without Drums, Swords, Guns, 
or armed Men j they plunder Nature of all | 
her native Beauties and ornamental Vertues, 
Strength and Fortitude, by inſinuating, delu- 
ding Sports, Paſtimes and Pleaſures, which are 
the hardeſt Enemies of all others to overcome. 
Likewiſe it is a hard and difficult Task for 


great and honourable Men to be in realty 
Humble, Meek and Submiſſive, becauſe they 


are incircled and beautified with all the Furni- 
ture of thoſe glittering things the World ad- 
vs 3 SA mixes 
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mires and dotes on; and above all, ſuch Per- 
ſons have Power to be High, Lofty, Inſolent, 
Proud and Oppreſſive; and in them tis not 
to be eſteemed a Crime; neither are they ac- 
countable for the Injuries done to their Infe- 
riors. For it is no ſmall Point of Self-denial, 
nay, tis a double Vertue for Men to enjoy, 
and be poſſeſt with the Beauties of this World, 


and not therewith be ſo far blinded, as to- 
neglect and diſregard thoſe illuminated Glories 


of the Cceleſtials. Neither is it a Point eaſy 
attainable for rich and great Men to be merci- 
ful and compaſſionate, where the Sword of 
Wrath and Violence hath a governing P ver; 
and where they are not anſwerable fer the 
Tranſactions and Paſlages of Life: great Men 
are likewiſe more liable than others to uſe and 
exerciſe their Swords of Oppreſſion and Power 
to all Creatures that have no Advocates, nor 
are capable to call them to Account ; Nay, it 
is doubtleſs a hard Task for Princes and others, 
to be Juſt and Honeſt where their Power is 
abſolute and unqueſtionable. Now, if thoſe 
forementioned particulars are by a ſerious 


lagacious Perſon well debated and conſidered 


with a: diſtinguiſhing Eye of Wiſdom, and me- 


ditated on in the ſecret, filent Powers of the 


Mind, where Equality and Concord govern, 
then will he ſurely find upon the whole matter, 
that Kings, Princes, Governors, and the rich 
Men of the World are molt ſubject and liable 
of all others to the numerous Crowd of Evils 
in this World; and conſequently the molt un- 
happy of all the Ranks of Men; nay, our dai-

enable Men to put their exorbitant Inclinati- 

ons into practce; but Poverty in fome degree 

prevents thoſe lofty, proud, evil Qualities from 

appearing, through want of the Auxiliaries of 

Money; ſo beneficial and friendly is that na- 

ked barren Gentleman, called Poverty; and ſo 

long as People are under mean Circumſtances, 

they never think nor confider how many inve- 

ferate, cruel Enemies the Rich are peſter'd and 

furrounded with, becauſe thefe poor, mean 

Slaves, for fo they are in outward and inward # 

—_ Conditions, always lie gaping after, and ad- 

: miring the outſide Beauties, but never conſider 

the great number of inward Encroachers, which 

ery rarely fail of ſtarting up ſo ſoon as any 

| erſon becomes either Rich, Great, or Ho- 

| nourable, which have occaſioned ſome of the 

more thinking ſort of People that underſtood | 

the Complexions of both, viz. Poverty and | 
Riches; to ſay that no Condition in this World 
is, or can be ſo free from Troubles as a mean 
_ Eſtate, provided there be not Conveniences of 
Life wanting. And therefore, if the Poor did 
but know, or could be made ſenſible how ma- 
ny great Evils Poverty keeps them from com- 
mitting., they would be much better ſatisfied 
with their low Circumſtances : But on the 
other ſide it is evident, That the mean, inferior 
Crowds and Ranks of People live and act in as 
unequal Principles, as the high. and lofty, or 
rather worle ; otherwiſe there would not be 
fuch a ſympathetical Agreement between the 
Drums of great Men, and the Spirits of the 
meaner ſort of People, as there is. And it 1s 
allo remarkable, that when the Reins of Go- 

vernments, and the fierce Edge of the Magi- - 
1  firate's 
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ſtrate's Sword is ſheathed, the Principles and 


Qualities they live in, manifeſt themſelves, and 


appear by their Tumults, Inſurrections, Plun- 
dering, Rapine, and committing all kinds of 
Violence with Greedineſs; all fall Victims to 
their Fury, and moſt of them are endued with 
great and large Talents of Envy , Contention , 
Rudeneſs , Intemperance , Drunkenneſs and 
Uncleanneſs; and therefore, if thofe Legions 
had not thoſe great and lofty Powers and Go- 
vernors , called Poverty and Neceſſity, they 
would quickly fink all into Confuſion by their 
violent Practices; ſo that they, and alſo all 


others of higher Ranks, are very much obliged 


to that forementioned defending Bulwark , 


commanding Powers, and ſevere Officers, cal- 


led Neceflity, Labour, Travel, Hardſhip, Want, 


Cold, Hunger, Thirſt, &c. which are the ſu- 


perior Governors, that are only able by their 


innate filent Strokes of Want, without noity 
Swords, Guns, ſtinking Nitre, Oc. to over- 
come their Violence and Rage, as it were by 
a ſedate Huſh , making them bow before thoſe 
great Commanders, and that too with humble 
Submiſſion, and foft, mild Language. There 
are likewiſe many other prevalent Vertues in 
theſe neceſſary and uſeful Schoob of Want and 
and Neceſſity, from thence comes the moſt 
learned and higheſt graduated Phy ficians; the 


Medicine called Want being the beft Purger 


and Cleanſer of the Stomach from the Foulneſs 
and Obſtructions, ind never fails to procure a 
clean, ſharp Appetite. Allo theſe Phyſicians 


can by their innate, cunning Genius, make; 


every thing ſweet und moſt delicious, and the 
hardeſt Straw-beds eaſy and moſt pleaſant, and 


' renders Water 4 welcome Cordial, whilft the 
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rich and mighty Potentates, and others of high 
. are, as it were altogether deſtitute of 
thoſe forethentioned noble Employments, for 
want of thoſe commanding Vertues and lofty 


Powers, Want and Neceſſity, whoſe Children 


are always made happy by their Obedience to 
thoſe graduated and innate Phyſicians, and 
feeling , taſting and ſmelling Vertues and De- 
lights of Life. And here we muſt take leave 


to tell thoſe overgrown Paunches, who eſteem 


and account nothing in the World ſo pleaſant, 
delightful, nouriſhing , ſupporting and health- 
ful, as full and overſpread Tables of rich ſuc- 


culent Foods and Cordial Drinks of various 


kinds, together with their honourable Coaches, 
Charriots and Horſes; that by thoſe diſorderly 
intemperate Methods, they fill the Body with a 
great number of cruel, cramping Diſtempers, 
moſt of which are incurable, and fo the Enjoy- 
ments of thoſe noble Bleflings and ſplendid 


Beauties, the evcr-bleſſed Creator hath bounti- | 
fully given unto Man become hurtful, becauſe 


of the evil Uſes and wrong Applications he 
makes of them, and therefore every Man ought 
warmly and clofely to embrace Abſtemiouſ- 


| nefs and Temperance, and to make them their 


Inmates and moſt welcome Gueſts ; and not 
only fo, but alſo to yeild Obedience to their 


Counſels and Advices of Choice, which would 


be a moſt commendable Vertue ; for Tempe- 
rance prepares, dignifies and renders the Ob- 
fervers thereof capable to Worſhip and Serve 
their ever- bleſſed Creator in Cleanneſs, Spirit 
and Truth, but there is no truth in Inequality, 
nor in Intemperance or Uncleanneſs: All the 
noble and beautiful, clean, preſerving Powers

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of the Creator are like himſelf, and therefore 
Manought to live and act in conformity to them 


all his Life; he that would be truly happy, muft 


of neceſſity obſerve, conſider, and ſeriouſly me-

Meaſure, never fail to follow and act in Con- 
tormity to the heavenly Patterns and Guides 
of all things ; every Fruit-tree, and others, 
have a certain Time, Seaſon and Limit, from 
the Planting, until it arrives to maturity, each 
according to its Nature and Kind ; the like is 
to be underſtood in all the innumerable Com- 
pany of Herbs, Flowers, Seeds and Grains, 
each being bounded with certain Numbers , 
Weights and Meaſures, which they all con- 
ſtantly obey, and no rhetorical , charming 
Powers of Words can withſtand or hinder their 
Obedience to their Creator : So that the pain- 
tul Husbandman only Plants and Sows his 
Seeds and Trees in the proper Seaſons, and 
then he is ſure of the time of their Ripeneſs or 
Perfection; beſides, he hath no occaſion to ſer 
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\ Tutors over his Trees, Fruits, Seeds, Herbs, 
or Flowers, to teach and keep them in their 
proper Shapes, Forms, Figures, Beauties, Co- 
lours and Vertues, or to charge and command 
each to bring forth its likeneſs; neither do they 
fear when they ſow Wheat, that it will change

ed and univerſal Voice of the ever- bleſſed Cre- 
ator ; but only he that was made the Vice-ge- 
rent of the Lower World, even the vaſt Ocean 
of floating Waters, who with turbulent, rapid, 


herce Motions, ſeem as if they would by their 


Furies, ſwallow up and drown the Earth; and 
yet for all this, the Creator's Laws and eter- 
nal Orders have ſo limited and bounded thoſe 
{welling watry Powers, that they all fall un- 
der the Huſh of Obedience to the commanding 
Voices and wonderful Commands of Order, 
which calm the fierce, ſatyrick, invading , 
ſtrong Powers of all the Elements. All things 


both in Heaven, and upon the Earth, fall Vi- 


ctims to the invincible Arms of Order, Num-

All the preceding Diſcourſe hath been writ- 
ten by the Commands of tne holy , innate 
Word of the ever-blefſed Creator and Preſerver 
of all Creatures; which Word or Son of eter- 
nal, Wiſdom enlightens all Sons and Daughters, 
whoſe Souls are inclined to wait at the illumi- 
nated Altar, which ecchoing Voice and inno- 
cent Power inhabits and dwells in the Center 
of all Creatures and Things , but more eſpeci- 
ally in the Hearts · and Intellects of Mankind. 
Now it is this inſpiring, moving, active Power 
of Life (which ſtill Makes, Creates, and Pre- 
{ſerves all wonderful Beings from Eternity to 


Eternity) that hath been graciouſly pleaſed to 


open the innermoſt Doors of our Soul, and to 


inſpire our Minds with a true Beam or Ray of | 
Underſtanding and diſtinguiſhed Knowledge | 
of the intrinſick Laws and wonderful Order, 


the bleſſed Maker of the World hath ſigned or 


ſtamped on all Creatures , which Divine Eye 
or Gift, ſees into the ſecret Chambers of un- 


diſguiſed Nature, and her innocent and equal 
Operations, where all the unaccountable and 
amazing varieties of Splendors of all beautiful 
Creatures and Things, are governed by exact 
Methods, that is, by Order, Number, Weight 
and Meaſure, as we have ſhewed in our fore-

a Blefling is the true ſight of the internal Se- 


crets of a Man's ſelf, and diſtinguiſhing Know- 
ledge and Wiſdom: It is not only a moſt plea- 


ſing, ecchoing, melodious, ſounding, char- 
ming Vertue; but it's alſo an innocent, meek, 
yielding, tempering, clean, uniting Power, 
which never fails to incircle all its Scholars 
and Obfervers in the Haven or Orb of Sere-

ther in one Place, Country, or Nation, nor 
another: Men muſt Know, Taſt, Smell, Hear, 
Feel, See, and diſtinguiſh the inſpeaking Power 
which dwells in the innermoſt Center of the 
Soul and Heart, whole Graces, Favour, and 
ornamental Vertues, are always ready and 


forth-coming to all that dwell in the Tents of 


the clean Government, and illuminated Powers 
of doing as one would be done unto, which
